Committee Trying to Set 
Up Legal Safeguards 
on Secrets Without Bar 
on Discussion of Poli- 
cies. 


WASHINGTON, April 9 (AP)— 
Eleven Senators got down today 
to the task of erecting a legal 
fence around atomic energy se- 
crets without creating a barrier to 


discussions of domestic contro] 
policies and administration. 


Chairman McMahon (Dem.), 
Connecticut, described this as the 
“most difficult job” his Special 
Atomic Energy Committee has 


had to tackle. 

The committee is working on 
the draft of a domestic control 
bill which would permit a pro- 
posed commission to prescribe 
“such regulations governing the 
dissemination, publication, trans- 
mission and communication of, 
and the unauthorized acquisition 
of, information relating to atomic 
energy as the commission deems 
mecessary....” Presidential ap- 
proval would be required to put 
the regulations in effect. 

Senator Vandenberg  (Rep.), 
Michigan, a committee member, 
said an effort will be made to re- 
vise this and other sections of the 
bill to chart as clearly as possible 
the exact area in which the dis- 
semination of information would 
be barred. 

Penalties for Violations. 

As the measure stands, “willful” 
violations of the commission’s 
regulations would be punishable 
by a maximum $10,000 fine and 
five years in jail. Violations made 
with intent to injure the United 
States or aid a foreign nation 
would have maximum penalties of 
$20,000 fine and 20 years in jail. 


“Nobody likes having an admin- 
istrative bureau write criminal 
law,” Vandenberg told a reporter, | 
“but we are dealing with impon- 
derables here. We don’t know 
what developments the future 
may bring.” ; 

He said he did not interpret the 
information contro] sections of the 
bill as barring legitimate criticism 
of operations or policies of the 
proposed commission. 

Differences on Question. 

McMahon said there was a wide 
divergence of opinion about how 
much information can be made 
public about atomic energy devel- 
opments. 

The pending bill says the dis- 
gemination of scientific and tech- 
nical jnformation “should be per- 
mitted and encouraged so as to 
provide that free interchange of 
ideas and criticisms which is es- 
sential to scientific progress.” 

It proposes that information on 
the use of atomic energy for in- 
dustrial purposes “be shared with 
other nations on a_ reciprocal 
basis as soon as effective and en- 
forceable international safeguards 
against the use of such energy 
for destructive purposes have 
been established.”

PAIR QUESTIONED 
IN MURDER OF 
ALICE SHRYOCK 


One Youth Asserted He 
Knew More Than He 
Was Saying — Other 
Was Near Scene. 


Two youths from St. Louis were 
being questioned today by the St. 
Louis county sheriff's office in an 
effort to throw some light on the 
mystery of the murder of Alice 


Shryock, who was found shot to 
death in a wooded area near 
Creve Coeur Lake last - Saturday 
afternoon. 

St. Louis police said they picked 
up the young men after learning 
that one of them had told friends 
he knew more about the murder 
than he “was saying.” The other 
youth, police said, admitted being 
near the spot where the girl’s 
body was found last Saturday by 
Mr. and Mrs, D. L. Flemming, 
4501A Flad avenue, 

Funeral services for Miss Shry- 
ock will be held tomorrow after- 
noon at 2 o’clock in the Baumann 
undertaking establishment at 2504 
Woodson road, Overland. Burial 
will be in Mf, Lebanon Cemetery, 
Pattonville, 


Youths’ Stories. 

One of the youths questioned to- 
day told St. Louis police that he 
and his friend were in the county 
riding streetcars and looking for 
mushroom beds. He said he was 
in a field near Creve Coeur Lake 
when he noticed a group of per- 
sons several hundred yards away. 
He walked to the group, he said, 
and learned that a girl’s body had 
been found a short time before. 

The other youth said he bragged 
about knowing of the murder 
“just to impress my friends.” Both 
said they did not know Miss Shry- 
ock, 

St. Louis police said neither of 
the youths owned an automobile. 
The murderer apparently did have 
a machine, deputy sheriffs said. 
Tire marks in the soft earth were 
found near the spot where Miss 
Shryock’s body was discovered. 
Plaster impressions of the tracks 
have been made by the sheriff's 
office. 

Pfe, Charles Kempfer, who is 
on a 30-day re-enlistment furlough 
visiting his parents at 3622 Marvin 
avenue, Overland, was one of the 
last persons to see Alice Shryock 
alive. He told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today that he met her and 
Margaret Mae St. Cin, 9351 St.

The next two weeks will be 
critical for food growers, Paul 
Bernard, St. Louis county farm 
agent, said today. 

“Normally there would be little 
danger in a mild freeze at this 
time of year,” he told a Post-

The OPA described products 
covered by the consumer order as 
“of only minor importance in liv- 
ing costs or in the cost of doing 
business,” 

These included pocket knives, 
hammocks, curtain rods, garment 
bags, coat hangers, clothes dry- 
ing racks, ice cream freezers, 
household woodenware, candles, 
scissors, brushes, lawn sprinklers, 
barometers, thermometers, com- 
passes, domestic jewel watches, 
billfolds, compacts, hair pins, soap 
dispensers, bottle openers and 
knife sharpeners. 

To Ease Administrative Load. 

The OPA said suspension of ceil- 
ings on such minor diversified 
items would permit the agency 
“to maintain more effective con- 
trols on major consumer goods by 
lightening the administrative load 
somewhat.” 

Prices on the products may rise 
in some instances, OPA said, but if 
controls had not been lifted it 
probably would have been neces- 
sary to increase the ceilings. 

The agency said it would rein- 
state controls in cases where 
prices rose “unreasonably.” 

Porter said the suspension of 
ceilings on a long list of industrial 
machinery and equipment items 
was in line with OPA’s policy “of 
removing price controls” as soon 
as they were “no longer needed 
to safeguard the country from the 
disaster of inflation.” 

Porter said farmers and small 
businesses would not be hurt by 
the industrial order, since the sus- 
pension had been limited “to 
products they do not generally 
use.” 

As in the case of the consumer 
products, Porter said controls 
would be restored if inflationary 
prices or serious diversion of man- 
power, materials or facilities oc- 
curred. 

Types of Equipment. 

Products covered by the indus- 
trial order are under six main 
classifications—electrical, machine 
tools, processing machinery, con- 
struction equipment, transporta- 
tion equipment and miscellaneous 
items. 

Among products from which 
controls are being removed 
are electric motors of 250 horse- 
power or greater, steam-hydraulic 
and gas turbines, large-sized ma- 
chine tools, both new and second, 
numerous types of textile ma- 
chinery, specially built web-fed 
newspaper and magazine printing 
presses, dredges, locomotives and 
tenders, railroad cars, dies, jigs, 
and fixtures, some Diesel engines 
and mechanical precision springs. 

The OPA also announced a lim- 
ited exemption of certain heavy 
wool overcoat materials from 
coverage by the maximum aver- 
age price regulation. 

The action, effective tomorrow, 
applies to 100 per cent wool fabric, 
26 ounces and heavier, which is 
sold at $3.25 a yard or less. But 
it exempts only that part of out- 
put on such fabrics which is in 
excess of base period’ production 
of the same material. 

Manufacturers must continue to 
produce a quantity of lower-priced 
fabrics in a quantity at least equal 
to that of their base period, usual- 
ly 1943, in order to take advantage 
of the new provision. 

While OPA said the purpose of 
the change is “to assure that there 
is no future impediment” to in- 
creased production of men’s over- 
coats, the agency ordered a fur- 
ther limitation “to prevent a 
drastic shift to higher-priced fab- 
rics.” It provides that future de- 
liveries of all-wool overcoat fab- 
ric may not bring a manufac- 
turer’s weighted average price on 
such deliveries to more than 10 
per cent above his base period 
weighted average price. 


WHITE HOUSE SAYS TRUMAN 
WON'T SEE ATOM BOMB TEST 


President, However, Is Considering 
Visit to Philippines On 
ne 4. 

WASHINGTON, April 9 (AP)— 
The White House said today that 
President Truman is considering 
a visit to the Philippines July 4 
for the independence celebration, 
but that he will not view the atom 
bomb tests to be held in Bikini 
lagoon about July 1. 

Press Secretary Charles G. Ross 
told a press conference that Tru- 
man has “never considered the 
possibility” of viewing the Pacific 
Army-Navy tests. 

Ross gave his comments in re- 
sponse to questions from reporters 
who mentioned stories that prep- 
arations were being made at 
Kwajalein to receive the Presi- 
dent to witness the tests. 


JACKSON CHARGES 
NAZIS USE COURT 
10 DISSEMINATE 
ANTI JEW TRACTS 


Asks Tribunal to Bar Its 
Printing Facilities to 
Defense — ‘We Cannot 
Be Press Agents’ for 
Anti-Semitism.

NUERNBERG, April 9 (AP)— 
Justice Robert H, Jackson, chief 
United States prosecutor, charged 
before the international military 
tribunal today that the defense 
was attempting to “disseminate 
anti-Semitic propaganda” through 
the war crimes trial and had com- 
mitted a “flagrant case of con- 
tempt of court.” 

Jackson based his charges on an 
exhibit of documentary evidence 
which the tribunal’s presses had 
printed for defendant Alfred Ros- 
enberg. Jackson contended the 
material, which he described as 
“violently anti-Semite and irrele- 
vant rubbish” had been submitted 
to the printers by Rosenberg’s 
counsel after it had been rejected 
by the tribunal. 

Defense Reaction. 

Jackson's charges brought an 
immediate and sharp reaction 
from a defense attorney, Dr. Ru- 
dolf Dix, who replied with a sug- 
gestion that Jackson retract. 

“IT stand on the facts,” Jackson 
rejoined, and exhibited to the 
tribunal stencilled copies of the 
rejected material. 

Jackson read to the tribunal ex- 
cerpts from Rosenberg’s book of 
documentary evidence which char- 
acterized Jews as a “bastard pop- 
ulation, . . . arrogant, shrewd 
and crooked.” 

“The United States cannot print 
and disseminate to the press this 
violent anti-Semitism,” Jackson 
declared. “The defense believes’ we 
are here to try the issue of the 
causes of anti-Semitism, with this 
tribunal as the sounding board. 
That is wrong. The issue is not 
Rosenberg’s philosophy, but we 
are charging the murder of four 
to five million Jews. 

Press Agents for Defense. 

“We are in the peculiar position 
of being press agents for the de- 
fense. The United States cannot 
be the press agent for distribution 
of this literature, which was one 
of the vices of this Nazi regime. 
It seems to me that this is a fla- 
grant case of the defense commit- 
ting contempt of court.” 

The United States prosecutor 
proposed shutting off printing fa- 
cilities to the defense, 

Rosenberg’s counsel contended 
that the anti-Semitic passages 
read by Jackson were quotations 
from a French philosopher and 
were included in the printing 
order “by mistake.” 

Jackson's charges, delivered at 
the opening of the day’s session, 
provoked a 90-minute argument 
over the rules on submitting, proc- 
essing and printing documentary 
evidence. 

The tribunal accepted Jackson’s 
suggestion that a special master 
be appointed to rule on the rele- 
vance of material submitted for 
printing, thus relieving the prose- 
cutors and the tribunal of this 
problem.

The conference is expected to

At stake are final treaties 
which will permit full restoration 
of sovereignty to the European 
countries once allied with Nazi 
Germany —Italy, Bulgaria, Ro- 
mania, Hungary and Finland. 
Deputies of the foreign ministers 
are in a deadlock over drafts of 
the treaties. 
Peace Parley Qutlook. 

Persons close to. Byrnes said’ he 
considers the approaching Paris 
trip one of the most important 
missions he has ever undertaken. 
He has said repeatedly he regards 
peace treaties with the former 
Axis satellites and removal of oc- 
cupation troops as a critically urg- 
ent matter. That is why he has 
opposed postponing the general 
European peace conference. 

Yesterday at his press confer- 
ence, however, Byrnes indicated 
postponement might be inevitable. 
He said the foreign ministers 
would have to set the date for its 
opening. The peace conference 
May 1 date was fixed in the Mos- 
cow Big Three agfeement last 
December. 


A reporter asked Byrnes if it 
had not been intended at the 
Moscow meeting that the smaller 
nations would have “a reasonable 
time” to study the drafts of pro- 
posed peace treaties prior to the 
Paris conference. Byrnes said that 
was true, but he repeated that the 
opening date would have to be de- 
cided finally by the four foreign 
ministers. 


(A United Press dispatch from 
London said British Foreign Of- 
fice sources regarded the Paris 
peace conference as definitely off. 
The hope expressed in the United 
States that a postponement of two 
or three weeks would suffice was 
considered unduly optimistic. 

(Official British circles doubted 
even whether the Big Four con- 
ference would bring about speedy 
reconciliation of Soviet and Brit- 
ish-American views on the Italian 
and Balkan peace treaty drafts.

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CHURCHILL ASKED 
ROOSEVELT IN °41 
10 MAKE JAPAN 
FEAR DOUBLE WAR 


Pressed for U.S. to ‘In- 
still Anxiety’ That 
Move on_ Singapore 
Would Mean Conflict 
With This Nation. 


WASHINGTON, April 9 (AP)— 
Winston Churchill pressed the late 
President Roosevelt as early as 
February 1941 to “instill in Japan 
anxiety” that a move toward 
Singapore would mean war with 
the United States. 

This was disclosed today as the 
Senate-House committee investi- 
gating Japan’s attack on Pearl 
Harbor was given nc-w documents 
gathered from State Department 
and White House files. Seth 
Richardson, committee counsel, 
put them in the record when the 
committee reopened its hearings. 

One document was a message 
from the then British Prime Min- 
ister to Roosevelt, dated Feb. 15, 
1941, expressing concern that “the 
Japanese mean to make war on 
us, or to do something which 
would compel us to make war on 
them, during the next few weeks 
er months.” 

‘One Cannot Tell’ 

“There are some,” Churchill 
added, “who consider that in Ja- 
pan’s present mood she would 
have no hesitation to entertain 
an attempt to make war against 
both your country and mine. Al- 
though it is my personal belief 
that the odds are definitely 
against such an event, one cannot 
tell. 

“Whatever you are able to do 
to instill in Japan anxiety as to 
a double war may succeed in 
averting this danger. Neverthe- 
less should we alone be attacked, 
it would be difficult to overstate 
the grave character of the conse- 
quences.” 

Five days later another message 
¢ame from Churchill which said: 

“Have received better news con- 
eerning Japan. It seems Jap For- 
eign Minister is shortly going to 
Moscow, Berlin and Rome for the 
purpose of covering the failure 
of action against us. The fear of 
the United States appears to have 
postponed attack which seemed 
imminent, While completely un- 
derstanding your situation pend- 
ing enactment of bill on which 
our hopes depend, the more these 
fears can be aroused the better.” 

Presumably, the bill to which 
he referred was the Lend-Lease 
Act, enacted in the spring of 1941. 

Unaware of Message. 

Gen. George C. Marshall and 
Adm. Harold R. Stark today told 
the committee they knew nothing 
of any attempts to summon them 
to the White House for a war 
conference with Roosevelt on the 
eve of the Pearl Harbor attack. 

Adm. Stark was the first wit- 
ness today after a month recess of 
the hearings, and Gen. Marshal 
followed him to the witness chair. 

Both the former Army chief of 
staff and former chief of naval 
operations repeated that they had 
not seen or been told about a final 
Japanese diplomatic message un- 
ti] the morning of the attack, 

Comdr. Lester R. Schulz, on 
duty at the White House the night 
of Dec. 6, has testified previously 
that when 13 parts of the 14-part 
message were delivered to Roose- 
velt that night he exclaimed, “This 
means war.” 

Reported at Theater. 

Stark told the committee today 
that if he had known about any 
such interpretation of the message 
by the President he would have 
gone into action immediately. De- 
apite Schulz’ testimony that the 
White House attempted to reach 
him the night of Dec, 6 and found 
that he was at a local theater, 
Stark said he was not informed of 
any such attempt. He said he did 
not remember where he was that 
night. 

Stark testified that he was not 
at the White House the evening of 
Dec. 7, when Roosevelt talked with 
other leaders. 

Stark said he believed there 
never was any Japanese code mes- 
gage signalling a break with the 
United States. This has become 
known as the “winds code.” 

The late Henry IL. Stimson, 
then Secretary of War, wrote in 
his diary that a White House 
meeting on Nov, 25, 1941, had 
concerned itself with “how to 
maneuver them (the Japanese) 
__into firing the first shot.” 

“What were we going to do to 
maneuver them into firing the 
first shot?” Senator Ferguson 
(Rep.), Michigan, asked Marshall, 
who attended the meeting. 

Marshall replied that “we were 
not trying to provoke the Japa- 
nese into an attack,” that “diplo- 
matic procedure” was discussed. 
He said it would have been “a 
serious matter” if this country 
had been forced on the offen- 


sive. 
Note by British. 

Included among the documents 
put in the record was an appraisal 
of the situation by the British 
chiefs of staff, who suggested that 
American naval forces be sent to 
Singapore. Lord Halifax, the 
British ambassador, delivered it 
to the State Department Feb. 11, 
1941, with a note saying: 

“T need not emphasize how 
greatly my government hope that 
the United States Government 
will feel able to take some ef- 
fective action in the very near 
future to deter the Japanese.” 

Other documents disclosed that 
the British were consulted about, 
and encouraged, movement of 
some Pacific fleet units to the 
Atlantic. The committee has 
heard contentions that transfer 
of those units made the Pacific 
fleet weaker than Japan's naval 
forces.

MERGER OF ARMED FORCES 
URGED IN SENATE REPORT 


Subcommittee Recommends Civilian Secre- 
tary of Common Defense, With Secretaries 
for Army, Navy, Air Forces Under Him. 


WASHINGTON, April 9 (UP)— 
A Senate Military Affairs subcom- 
mittee today recommended sweep- 
ing reorganization of United States 


armed forces into three co-equal 
branches under a single Cabinet 
secretary of common defense. 

The subcommittee said unifica- 
tion of all the fighting services 
was essential for the nation’s se- 
curity “in the light of our new 
world power, our new interna- 
tional commitments and risks and 
the epochal new scientific discoy- 
eries” such as the atomic bomb. 

Its long-debated plan would give 
the Air Force its eagerly-sought 
status as a full equal of the land 
Army and the Navy. 

The proposed secretary of com- 
mon defense, a civilian to be ap- 
pointed by the President, would be 
a member of the Cabinet and the 
top authority, under the Presi- 
dent, for all of the armed forces. 
Within his department would be 
three secretaries, one for the 
Army, one for the Navy and one 
for the Air Forces. They, too, 
would be civilians but would not 
be members of the Cabinet. Each 
would be the executive head of 
his particular branch and would 
operate under directions of the 
single secretary of common de- 
fense. 

Follows Army Proposal. 
The unification plan was pro- 
posed by a Military Affairs sub- 
committee headed by Senator El- 
bert Thomas (Dem.), Utah, which 
has been studying the problem for 
many months. In general, it fol- 
lowed the plan urged by the Army 
and opposed by the Navy. 
Thomas introduced the merger 
bill in the Senate a few hours 
after the subcommittee recom- 
mended it. The full Senate Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee probably 
will approve it with little opposi- 
tion, he said, but he does not ex- 
pect Congress to pass it thts ses- 
sion. 

The subcommittee said the doc- 
trine of unified command had 
proved its worth beyond question 
and must be applied to America’s 
postwar military establishment to 
avoid the waste, delays, duplica- 
tion and conflict which marred 
“an otherwise outstanding war 
record.” 

The committee’s plan also pro- 
vides: 

1. A council of common de- 
fense, with broad powers to co- 
ordinate over-all policies of the 
Government in the international 
and military fields. Members 
would be the secretary of com- 
mon defense, the Secretary of 
State and the chairman of a 
new national security = re- 
sources board, which would pro- 
vide policies and programs for 
maximum use of the nation’s 
resources in support of national 
security. 

2. An under secretary of com- 
mon defense and four assistant 
secretaries. The latter would 
supervise and co-ordinate scien- 
tific research and development; 
intelligence; procurement of 
supplies, logistics and industrial 
mobilization; and training of 
the armed forces, education and 
medical. care. 

3. A chief of staff of common 

defense, who would be a top 
Army, Navy or Air Force offi- 
cer serving as military adviser 
to the President and the secre- 
tary of common defense. 
. 4 Retention of the joint chiefs 
of staff under the secretary of 
common defense to provide full 
opportunity for “the presenta- 
tion of the balanced views of 
each military component.” 

5. Integration of the military 
budget. 

6. A central intelligence agen- 
cy, reporting to the common de- 
fense council and charged with 
compiling, analyzing, evaluating 
and disseminating information 
gathered by all government 
agencies, including the military 
services. 

Secretary the Key Man. 

The subcommittee said the sec- 

retary of common defense would 


be the “key individual.” 

“From him stems a simple and 
definite line of authority to in- 
tegrate and supervise the whole 
military establishment,” the re- 
port said. 

“On his own initiative, or at the 
request of others, he can settle 
conflicts and remove obstructions 
to prompt and effective decisions 
and action. 

“Obviously, the magnitude of 
his task and the importance of 
his duties call for a man of out- 
standing stature, capabilities and 
experience.” 

The subcommittee recommended 
the Army, the Navy and the Air 
Force each be commanded by an 
officer appointed for a three-year 
term by the President. 

Each would exercise command 
over his branch under the Secre- 
tary of Common Defense. Air 
Force and Army commanders 
would have the rank of geenral 
of the Army while the Nayy chief 
would be ranked as a fleet ad- 
miral. 

The central intelligence agency 
would be headed by a director 
appointed by the President from 
civilian or military life. Any com- 
missioned officer of the Army, 
Navy or Air Force would be el- 
igible. The agency would have no 
police; subpena, law enforcement 
or “internal security powers.” 

Lesson of Pearl Harbor. 

The subcommittee commented 
that the United States fleet dis- 
aster at Pearl Harbor on Dec. 7, 
1941, “highlighted the fact that 
we lack that constant pooling of 
information and attention and 
that dovetailing of policy and ac- 
tion essential to the protection of 
our position in world affairs.” 

“The avoidance of its recurrence 
demands unification,” the subcom- 
mittee said, “unification at a level 
high enough to embrace all basic 
elements of our national security. 
Otherwise, vital gaps in the organ- 
izational structure will remain.” 

The subcommittee asserted that 
the doctrine of unified command 
is “a principle which proved its 
worth beyond question... (and) 
must find its counterpart in an 
effective directing head of com- 
mon defense in Washington.” 

“Only by vesting clear and final 
powers of decision in one man, 
under the President, can we in 
the future avoid the _ conflicts, 
duplications, delays. and waste 
which. marred an otherwise out- 
standing war record,” it contin- 
ued, 


Prompt Action Urged. 

The subcommittee asserted that 
unification must be _ achieved 
“promptly while the lessons of the 
war are still fresh in our minds.” 

They said the proposal “affords 
no foundation for fears of mili- 
tarism” because civilian control is 
—— beyond question at all lev- 
e s ” 

The subcommittee asserted that 
the importance of air power in 
the war and its potential develop- 
ment in the future “called for a 
position of equality” with the 
Army and Navy. 

It asserted that the advent of 
the atomic age required an en- 
tirely new approach to the pro- 
lems of common defense, “a com- 
prehensive approach embracing 
all elements which serve our na- 
tional security.” 

It said “effective” legislation 
needed to meet the demands of 
the atomic era includes: 

“Sound relations between our 
foreign and military policies; 

“A central intelligence agency; 

“A vehicle for the co-ordination 
of scientific research and devel- 
opment within the military serv- 
ices and between them and our 
industrial and academic labora- 
tories; 

“And, finally, provisions for co- 
ordinsting our military program 
with our national resources in 
manpower, materials and facil- 
ities.”

Committee Refuses to Bar 
Inductions From May 


15 to Next Feb, 15— 


Sifts Compromise. 


WASHINGTON, April 9 (AP)— 
The House Military Committee re- 
jected today a proposal to prohibit 
draft inductions between May 15 
and next Feb. 15 and called an 
afternoon session to vote on a 
compromise. 

The compromise, offered by 
Representative Sparkman (Dem.), 
Alabama, calls for a one-year ex- 
tension of the draft law beyond 
May 15, with a bar against induc- 
tions until Dec. 15 and a provision 
allowing the President to reinstate 
the draft after that date if en- 
listments fall short of expectations. 


The rejected proposal was of- 
fered by Representative Harness 
(Rep.), Indiana. It would have 
killed the draft outright after next 
Feb. 15 unless Congress acted in 
the meantime. At the same time 
it would have prohibited practi- 
cally all inductions but would have 
required 18-year-olds to register. 

Members reported the vote on 
the Harness proposal as 21 to 2, 

The Senate Military Committee 

decided today~ to delay until 
Thursday a decision on the Ad- 
ministration’s request for a one- 
year extension beyond May 15. 

Chairman Elbert Thomas 
(Dem.), Utah, of the Senate com- 
mittee said his group reached 
these decisions: 

Rejected 7 to 4 a proposal by 
Senator Edwin C. Johnson 
(Dem.), Colorado, to extend the 
draft for six weeks until July 
1, The original vote was 6 to 4, 
but another Senator voted late. 

Rejected 8 to 3 proposals by 
Senator Revercomb (Rep.), West 
Virginia, that the draft be con- 
tinued, but inductions halted 
after May 15 and then July 1. 

Chairman Thomas said that 
Senators Austin (Rep.), Vermont, 
and Gurney (Rep.), South Dakota, 
had proposed the one year exten- 
sion, but committee action was de- 
layed to allow drafting clerks to 
prepare numerous proposed 
amendments. 

The Sparkman substitute before 
the House group sets a ceiling on 
the armed forces of 1,070,000 offi- 
cers and enlisted men for the 
Army, 558,000 for the Navy and 
108,000 for the Marine Corps, all 
by July 1, 1947. 

If, after Dec. 15, it was apparent 
that those quotas could not be 
met by voluntary enlistments, the 
President could reinstate the draft, 
setting monthly quotas at a rate 
designed to meet the expected 
shortage. 

The House committee tentative- 
ly rejected an amendment by 
Sparkman to write into the new 
legislation a flat $400 a year pay 
rise for all service personnel to 
spur enlistments, However, an- 
other pay proposal, calilng for 
smaller rises, was still pending. 

The House committee also re- 
jected a proposal to raise the 
minimum draft age from 18 to 21 
years, It favored, however, a lim- 
itation of 18 months on the service 
of all inductees, including men 
now in service as well as future 
draftees.

They will include actual ship 
bombardment, aircraft bombing, 
strafing and rocket attacks 
against the uninhabited northwest 
part of Culebra island, 16 miles 
east of Puerto Rico.

Four Operating Periods.

The period 
will extend through April 27, at 
which time the fleet will anchor 
at Trinidad for about four days. 

Operations during the second 
period will be confined to the 
Caribbean area and will end when 
the ships enter Guantanamo on 
May 8. 

The next phase extends from 

May 12 to 17, when the force will 
operate north of Culebra island. 
From May 20 to 26 the fleet will 
swing past Bermuda en route to 
New ork, where the men as- 
signed to the task group will be 
given liberty. 
In addition to Mitscher, who will 
fly his flag from the Franklin D.

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Poison Gas, Developed in War, 


To Be Tested in Blood Cancer 


Chemical Warfare Officer Tells of Its Suc- 
cessful Use in Plant and Animal 
Disease. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J., April 9 
(AP)—Human leukemia, cancer- 
ous condition of the blood which 
causes excessive multiplication of 
the white corpuscles, is the next 
target of a war-developed poison 
gas which has been used success- 
fully in animal experiments, 

Maj. Gen. Alden H. Waitt of the 
Chemical Warfare Service dis- 
closed this yesterday at a press 
conference at the 109th meeting of 
the American Chemical Society. 

Earlier Secretary of Wags Pat- 
terson disclosed that war research 
on chemical’ and bacteriological 
weapons had opened up new lines 


of attacks against certain forms 


of cancer, ptomaine poisoning, a 
serious eye disease and other ills 
of animal and plant life. 

Waitt, describing the develop- 
ment of a class of war gases 
known as “nitrogen mustards,” 
said: 

“It was found that one of the 
nitrogen mustard compounds 
which we were going to use in 
war, if called upon, would also 
knock out leukemia in mice.” 

He said the experimental re- 
searches against blood cancer, car- 
ried on by Dr. Cornelius Rhoades 
of New York Memorial Hospital, 
were sufficiently encouraging to 
warrant further investigation of 
the possibility of employing the 
compound against the disease in 


human beings. 

Elaborating on a speech to the 
chemists in which he declared the 
United States had knowledge of 
chemical agents “thousands of 
times more toxic” than mustard 
gas, Waitt said this nation al- 
ready had developed “to the point 
of utility” a chemical agent sev- 
eral hundred times more effective 
than the substances known as 
war gases, 

He did not amplify, except to 
say the chemical agent was “dif- 
fusible as a cloud.” 

Patterson departed from the 
text of his address yesterday to 
assert that the Army’s policy re- 
garding domestic control of atom- 
ic energy has been “steadily mis- 
understood.”

TIED TO GROSSES 
~ BY EXEGUTIONERS 


Jap Captain Says He Told 
Them They Would Die 
as Christ Did and ‘Be 
Honored as Gods.’ 


SHANGHAI, April 9 (AP) — 
Capt. Sotojiro Tatsuta, commander 
of the firing squad which execut- 
ed three Doolittle airmen here in 
1942, described today how he 
strapped the Americans to crosses 
and then urged them to take 
heart as they were dying “as 
Christ did.” 

“I told them,” Tatsuta testified 
at his war crimes trial before an 
American military commission, 
“Christ died on the cross and they 
must die on the cross. When you 
die on the cross you will be hon- 


ored as gods.” 

Tatsuta said the Americans 
made no final statement, other 
than a request that their families 
be told they died bravely.

FRENCH ASSEMBLY VOTES

PARIS, April 9 (AP)—The 


French constituent assembly ap- 
proved unanirmeusly today a bill 
suppressing prostitution in metro- 
politan France and increasing ef- 
forts to wipe out white slavery. 

The new law calls for closing 
all houses of prostitution within 
from one to six months according 
to the size of the cities. Towns 
of less than 5,000 inhabitants must 
close their institutions within one 
month.

It was testified at an inquest 
today in the death of Kopp that 
an automobile with an _ Illinois 
license plate had been parked out- 
side the combination drug store 
and market for almost two hours 
Saturday night. The sheriff's of- 
fice reported a coat, found in the 
O'Fallon man’s room, had dark 
spots on it that may be blood 
‘spots. They are to be analyzed 
to determine whether or not the 
spots are human blood. 

Homicide Verdict. 

A verdict of homicide at the 
hands of a party or parties un- 
known was returned by the coro- 
ner’s jury. 

Kopp, who was an eccentric, 71- 
year-old man, shunned banks and 
reportedly led acquaintances to 
believe that he kept a consider- 
able amount of money on the 
premises of the store. 

Lt. Clarence E. Potts of the 
Missouri State Highway Patrol 
testified at the inquest that Kopp 
apparently was slugged the first 
time while standing back of the 
cigar counter of his store. A pool 
of blood and an eight-inch piece 
of steel from an automobile spring 
were found there. Kopp’s assail- 
ants then took the druggist to the 
second floor of the house, where 
they bound and gagged him and 
ransacked his bedroom, apparently

The only money found on the 
premises, which Kopp’s assailants 
failed to discover, was $1616 in six 
cigar boxes in a cedar chest, but 
in the belief he may have hidden 
other funds, a further search will 
be conducted, Packman said.

Bikini Atomic Bomb Test Photos 


Will Be Analyzed in St. Louis 


Two-Year Study Will 


Chart 


Be Carried Out Under 


Special Military Guard in Army 


Plant.

ROSWELL, N. M., April 9— 
Analysis of the most important of 
the eight tons 6f photographs that 
the Army will take of the atomic 


bomb tests, scheduled to begin 
July 1 at Bikini atoll in the Pacific, 
will be carried out in St. Louis 
under a special military guard 
over a _ period of two _ years, 
Col. Paul Culler, commander 
of the Army air photo unit for 
Bikini, announced today. 

These pictures are to be de- 
veloped, studied and analyzed by a 
picked corps of scientists and army 
officers working in the aeronautics 


chart plant which occupies four 
floors of the Illinois Terminal 
Railway building. The plant did 
most of the Army Air Forces map 
work during the war. 

By using eight B-29s, two C-54s 
and four, B-17 “drones” (crewless 
planes flown by radio control), 
each bristling with still and movie 
cameras in empty gun turrets and 
special ports, it will be possible to 
get pictures of the “operation 
crossroad” explosion from almost 
every conceivable angle, Col. Rich- 
ard S. Leghorn, deputy command- 
er of the photo unit said. 

Most valuable of the bomb blast 
pictures will be those revealing 
the complete electromagnetic 
spectrum with all its infra-red, 
ultra violet and gamma rays. 
They are expected to show how 
radiation from the ionized cloud 
of the explosion change the air 
into mysteriously charged parti- 
cles inflicting death and possibly 
wrecking the ignition systems of 
planes and guided missiles. 

Announcement of the part St. 
Louis will play in “operation 
crossroad” was made at this air 


base after a day of “atomic ori- 
entation” for reporters and radio 
station personnel from the west 
coast and the Midwest. The brief- 
ing, to familiarize them with the 
Bikini mission, included brief 
talks of key army personnel and 
inspection of camera-crammed 
planes. 

Today the press party was 
scheduled to fly to Clovis, N.M., 
for an inspection of B-17 drones 
followed by a demonstration flight 
of drones and queen-bee, or moth- 
er, ship. 


Theory of Disastrous Earthquake 
Chain Disputed. 

WASHINGTON, April 9 (AP)— 
Two of the atom test force experts 
disputed today a statement by H. 
S. Uhler, professor emeritus of 
physics at Yale University, that 
the selection of Bikini atoll as the 
site for the test was “an ill-advised 
choice” because it ‘might set off 
a chain of earthquakes of disas- 
trous magnitude. 

Dr. Uhler expressed his fears in 
a letter to the New York Times. 
He suggested that the bomb explo- 
sion might crack the crust under 
the floor of the Pacific, letting in 
sea water which, coming in con- 
tact with volcanic heat, could 
touch off a chain of earthquakes 
sufficient to upset the stability 
of the earth on its axis and distort 
its shape. Such a chain earth- 
quake could generate a tidal wave 
a mile or more high, the professor 
theorized. 

Rear Adm. W. 8S. Parsons, a dep- 
uty director of the joint Army- 
Navy task force, and Comdr. Roger 
Revelle, oceanographer and ad- 
viser to the force, produced rec- 
ords and figures on earthquakes, 
submarine geography and big ex- 
plosions to show why they believe 
there is no ground for worry.

James 
asserted that neither Brothers nor 
Costello had any money invested 
in the company, which he added 
is now represented “by myself.” 

James also denied that the $1000 
posted by each owner-driver was 
for the privilege of operating. The 
money, he stated, is an evidence 
of the individual’s good intentions 
and a guarantee that he wil] com- 
ply with company rules. James 
exhibited a contract specifying 
that the money is returnable if 
the driver withdraws from opera- 
tion. 

A new financial statement filed 
by James lists assets‘of $53,650, 
including $14,950 cash in bank, and

FUND CUTS RECOMMENDED 
FOR 3 FEDERAL AGENCIES 


Sharp Reductions for State, Commerce, Jus- 
tice Departments Asked for by 
House Committee. 


WASHINGTON, April 9 (AP)— 
Criticizing a “deeply entrenched 
. «. Spending psychology” among 
Federal officials, the House Ap- 
propriations Committee today 
recommended deep. slashes. in 
State, Commerce and Justice De- 
partment funds. . 

It sent to the House floor a 
$358,825,758 bill to finance the 
three departments and the fed- 
eral judiciary for the fiscal year 
starting next July 1. The total 
represents a 13 per cent cut from 
budget estimates but a $40,510,759 
boost over current year funds. 

By agencies the money was ear- 
marked: $143,024,000 for Com- 
merce, $104,783,408 for State, $95,- 
168,250 for Justice, and $15,850,100 
for the judiciary. 

All but a small part of the in- 
crease went to the Commerce and 
State Departments, whose foreign 
work has been augmented by 
war's end. 


Those two departments, _too, 


took the major budget reductions, 
18 per cent in the case of the 
State Department and 17 per cent 
for Commerce. 

The committee allowed no funds 
at all for the State Department’s 
separate intelligence unit: chopped 
its estimate for expanded cultural 
relations activities almost in half, 
and sharply pared Commerce De- 
partment requests for the Census 
Bureau and the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration. 

The committee approved a State 
Department budget almost five 
times as large as the last pre- 
war budget after hearing Secre- 
tary of State James Byrnes be- 
hind closed doors. 

In explaining its rejection of 
the entire $4,150,326 fund request- 
ed for the department’s new intel- 
ligence program, the committee 
said all the proposed functions 
“can and should be performed by 
the established units of the de- 
partment.” 


SOVIET PRESS RESPONSIVE 
TO SENATOR PEPPER'S SPEECH 


MOSCOW, April 9 (UP)—The 
Soviet press today gave equal at- 
tention to President Truman’s 
Army day address and the attack 
of Senator Pepper (Dem.), Flor- 
ida, on Secretary of State James 
F. Byrnes’s foreign policy. 

Pepper made two points in his 
address which concur with Soviet 
views. The first was his statement 
that the United States should not 
become a sponsor for British im- 
perialism and that “this is just 
what we are doing at present.” 
The second was his statement that 
“every time there is an interna- 
tional conference the British and 
Americans act like twins,” 

It appeared here that Pepper 
had put his finger on the root of 
the differences between Russia 
and the West—Soviet opposition 
to an Anglo-American coalition 
which was the main point of Gen-

NEW YORK, April 9 (UP)—A 
cartel which the Government 
charged was formed by dominant 
American, Swedish and British 
match producers to control the 
world manufecture and distribu- 
tion of matches, was ordered dis- 
solved today in a final judgment 
entered in United States District 
Court. 

The judgment ended an anti- 
trust suit in which the Govern- 
ment charged that the late Ivar 
Kreuger, Swedish “match king,” 
inspired the cartel and that the 
match trust successfully sup- 
pressed the manufacture of the 
so-called “everlasting match,” de- 
scribed as a match that may be 
struck several thousand times be- 
fore it is consumed, 

Companies Consent to Decree. 

The defendants—nine companies 
and five individuals—consented to 
the judgment, under which they 
were forbidden to divide the world 
market in matches, restrict pro- 
duction or fix the prices of 
matches, match machinery and 
‘match chemicals, 

The corporate defendants were: 
The Swedish Match Co., the 
world’s largest producer of 
matches; Diamond Match Co., of 
New York, largest producer of 
matches in the United States; Uni- 
B versal Match Corp. of St. Louis; 

Ohio Match Co. of New York; 
of New York; Lion 
Match Co., New York; Transamer- 
ican Match Corp., New York; New 
York Match Co., Inc. of New 
York; and the William Gordon 
Corp., a personal holding company 
of William A. Fairburn of Ojai, 
Calif., president of Diamond Match 
and also a defendant. 

Wendell Berge, Assistant United 
States Attorney General, said the 
cartel, formed at the turn of the 
century, divided the world into 
non-competitive markéts. 

Referring to the “everlasting 
match,” Berge said it had been 
successfully produced and sold in 
Holland and Switzerland in the 
1930s until the defendants con- 
spired to suppress its manufacture. 

License, Royalty Free. 

The judgment requires holders 
of existing re-ignitable match pat- 
ents to issue royalty-free licenses 
to anyone desiring to produce “ev- 
erlasting matches.” 

Although not listed as a defend- 
ant, the British firm of Bryant & 
May was said in a Justice Depart- 
ment statement to have “entered 
into a conspiracy” which “success- 
fully suppressed the manufacture 
of everlasting matches.” The Jus- 
tice Department was unable to 
serve the British firm with papers 
in the case, 

President A. H. Rosenthal of 
Universal in a statement said his 
company had never been in any 
cartel and that the consent de- 
cree merely carried out the com- 
pany policy of co-operating with 
the government. 

The Swedish companies declarec 


constitute an admission that any 
of the group had violated the anti- 
trust laws.

BUYS 6 SUBMARINES | 
AS JUNK, EXPECTS 
PROFIT OF $615,000 


Purchaser Cites Value of En- 
gines, Battery Lead. on 
Junked U. S. Craft. 


MIAMI, Flia., April 9 (AP) — 
Capt. Thomas H. Newman, one- 
time Pennsylvania coal miner and 
Florida deep-sea fisherman, said 
yesterday he has purchased six 
United States Navy submarines 
for $40,000 and figures he had a 
net profit of at least $615,000 on 
the deal. 

Newman said there was $55,000

KURDISH ATTAGKS 
REPORTED IN IRAQ 


TROOPS ARE SENT 


Fighting Said to Have 
Occurred in Area Near 
Turkish Iranian 


Frontiers.

KIRKUK, Iraq, April 7 (De- 
layed) (AP)—This oil-field town in 
northern Iraq has been the scene 
of unusual military activity for 
the last two days, with Iraqi 
troops arriving on special trains. 

The first contingent of soldiers 
pulled into the station yesterday. 
Additional units arrived today and 
drove off in long columns of com- 


mercial “busses. The troop trains 
were composed of passenger 
coaches and military equipment. 
There was no announcement as 
to the ultimate destination of the 
troops, but it was learned that at 


least two brigades had been de- 
ployed near the Iran frontier with- 
in the last few days. 

Reports of Kurdish Attacks, 


At Sulaimanya, 60 miles east of 
Kirkuk, Kurdish sources said that 
Barzani tribesmen of Mullah Mus- 
tafa last week attacked two Iraqi 
police frontier posts near the 
junction of the borders of Turkey, 
Iran and Iraq. The reported re- 
ceiving word that attacks on 
Kanirash and Shirwani Mazn near 
Girdi began about a week ago and 
that wounded Iraqui soldiers had 
been taken to Erbil. 

Mullah Mastafa has been report- 
ed the leader of a Kurdish revolt 
in Iran. 

About 2000 Iraqi troops have 
been deployed around Erbil from 
the south, and the Kurds said 
they believed an order had been 
given for all Iraqi armed forces 
to be moved north into Barzani 
territory by mid-April. 

Meanwhile, a prominent Kurdish 
spokesman said in an interview 
that “what we need is to have a 
United Nations committee come 
out here and investigate ths con- 


ditions, hear our complaints and 
study Kurdish problems impar- 
tially.” 

The spokesman, who said that 
if his name were used he would 
be penalized and discriminated 
against, asserted that an organ- 
ized nationalist movement in three 
leading Kurdish areas—Iraq, Iran 
and Turkey—had been suppressed 
and discouraged by the central 
governments of those nations 
through treaties and agreements. 

He said the Kurds in Iraq could 
not appeal directly for a United 
Nations inquiry since “we are con- 
trolled by the Iraqi Government.” 
He added that “Kurds of the north 
holding certain types of positions 
in the community who have open- 


past have been quickly transferred 
to posts in the south.” 

The spokesman also expressed 
distrust of big-power canferences 
and said that “until about a year 
ago America was the best-loved 
country in the world. Up to that 
time we knew she had no political

Bryan gave figures showing the 
mumber of such cases rose from 
13 in January to 42 in FeWruary 
and 58 in March. A similar situa- 
tion exists in the other counties 
of this district, which includes 
the eastern two-thirds of Missouri, 
he added. 

Threat of Small Overcharges. 

“Tt is a much worse condition,” 
he said “for a general overcharge 
of a few cents to be made on 
such items as foodstuffs and 
clothing which have a wide sale 
than for an overcharge of $500 
to $400 as, for example, on auto- 
mobiles, which have a _ limited 
number of sales. 

“As far as inflation is con- 
cerned, small overcharges on a 
large scale are more harmful.” 

Bryan said the assistance of the 
public is needed in maintaining 
price control and preventing infla- 
tion. He urged consumers to 
notice if food stores, particularly, 
have posted their ceiling prices as 
required by law and if the ceilings 
are observed. 

Action Against Retailer Here. 


The OPA has referred to United 
States Attorney Harry C. Blanton 
for criminal action the results of 
its investigation relating to over- 
charges by a North St. Louis re- 
tailer in the sale of meat. It is 
the first time such action has been 
taken against a retailer in St. 
Louis. 

The retailer was found to be 
charging over-the-ceiling prices

Report on Indiana Youth. 


A report from the Indiana State 
Highway Patrol on the movements 
of a youth who wrote love letters 
to Miss Shryock indicated he was 
at work as a clerk in a grocery 
at Charlestown, Ind., last Wednes- 
day and Thursday. The girl ap- 
parently was -murdered_ early 
Thursday morning and was last 
seen by her parents at about 5 
p.m. last Wednesday when she 
went to a motion picture show 
over their objections. 

Her father, John E. Shryock, a 
contractor, testified yesterday at 
a coroner’s inquest that the youth 
in Charlestown had written a 
threatening letter to his daughter. 
He told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
the young man had said, “If I 
can’t have you, nobody else will.” 

The Indiana youth told highway 
patrolmen that he and the girl 
“went together” while she and 
her family lived there. He said 
they were not married, although 
in one of his letters he had ad- 
dressed her as his wife. In a 
recent letter, he said, the girl wrote 
that she had “found someone 
else,” indicating she wished to 
break off any understanding they 
had. 

The Shryocks moved from 
Charlestown to their present home 
at 10585 Maple avenue, on the 
outskirts of Overland, last August. 


Friends Questioned. 


Deputy sheriffs continued their 
investigation of the vacant lot ad- 
jacent to the Shryock home and 
of the scene near the lake where 
the body was found. They said 
they would continue to question 
friends and acquaintances of Miss 
Shryock in an effort to obtain a 
lead. 

It was on the vacant lot near 
her home, officers believe, that 
the girl was attacked. From 
there, they assume, she was taken 
in an automobile to the field near 
the lake and dragged for about 
60 feet to the spot where her body 
was found.

LONDON, April 9 (UP) —A 
sweeping revision of the Soviet 
Union’s reparations demands 
against the Balkan nations was 
reported today concurrent with 
arrangements for the Big Four 
conference in Paris late this 
month. 


Bucharest reported that Russia 
had granted Romania a number 
of concessions easing the pro- 
visions of that country’s armistice 
terms and enabling the Ro- 
manians to get their war-stag- 
gered economy on a more stable 
basis. 

Budapest announced a Hun- 
garian-Soviet agreement covering 
Hungary’s reparation installment 
for 1946. The Hungarians attested 
their willingness to meet war 
damages of their making insofar 
as the inflation-ridden country is 
able. 

The Moscow radio previously 
said Hungary had signed an agree- 
ment to pay Czechoslovakia $300,- 
000,000 in reparations. Czecho- 
slovakia in turn will pay Russia 
$200,000,000 out of the reparations 
and Yugoslavia $30,000,000. Pay- 
ment will be in agricultural and 
industrial products. 


(Premier Ferenc Nagy of Hun- 
gary arrived in Moscow today. A 
British broadcast said Nagy’s trip 
was made in connection with 
peace negotiations.) 

Informed sources in Bucharest 
said Russia, under a new agree- 
ment, extended Romania’s time 
for paying reparations from six to 
12 years. A ceiling was placed on 
payments for subsistence of Soviet 
troops in Romania. These pay- 
ments heretofore have had no 
specified limit, making it im- 
possible to draft a workable Ro- 
manian budget. 

The armistice called for Ro- 
mania to pay Russia $300,000,000 
over six years in oil, corn, timber, 
shipping and machinery. The Ro- 
manians were reported to have 
told Premier Stalin that they could 
carry out the.obligations only by 
further upsetting an already un- 
stable economy.

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Reversible Traffic as Proposed 
Here Is Success in Washington 


No Increase in Accidents When Rush-Hour 
System Was Installed at Capital 
Nearly 10 Years Ago.

WASHINGTON, April 9—If the 
experience of crowded Washington 
with a system of rush-hour re- 
versal of traffic movement on 
three main thoroughfares is any 
criterion, St. Louis should have no 
difficulty with drivers over the 
reversible movement scheduled to 
become effective on its Chestnut- 
Lawton route, between Fourth 
street and Grand boulevard, next 

August. 

In fact, the system of automatic 
| signals and signs designed by the 
|St. Louis city traffic division to 
control the change should give 
more effective protection than the 
Washington system. 

There was no increase in the 
traffic accident rate on the streets 
affected here, either at the time 
the arrangement was installed 
nearly 10 years ago or in the inter- 
val since, M. O. Eldridge, acting 
director of traffic and vehicles of 
the District of Columbia, told the 
correspondent. He recalled that 
the plan was given wide publicity 
at the beginning. 

Likewise, there have been few 
arrests, even at the start, for 
violating the one-way regulations. 
Taking the correspondent over the 
busiest of the three thoroughfares 
at the hour for the change to 
accommodate outbound evening 
rush movement, he showed how 
traffic there seemed to disappear 
for a few minutes. After the nor- 
mal middle-of-the-day movement, 
there was a lull, then suddenly an 
outward rush. 

Traffic Capacity Rises. 

The system greatly increases the 
traffic-carrying capacity of the 
streets and also enables automo- 
biles to proceed more rapidly and 


| smoothly, with fewer stops for red 


lights. While figures were not 
available, he said it had been 
found that the one-way rush-hour 
system made it possible for each 
of the streets to carry consider- 


|ably more traffic than under nor- 


mal two-way operation. Even 
casual observation demonstrated 
the accuracy of these findings. 

All three of the streets are in 
the Northwest quarter of the capi- 
tal, leading north to city and 
Maryland suburban’ residential 
districts. Like Chestnut-Lawton in 
St. Louis, they run largelv through 
a section inhabited by Negroes, 
and generally their roadways are 
of about the same width as Chest- 
nut-Lawton, or even narrower. 

They are Sixth street, between 
D street and Florida avenue, 
about two miles; Twelfth street, 
between Massachusetts avenue 
and Florida, two miles, and Thir- 
teenth street, between Logan 
Circle at P street and Arkansas 
avenue, Sixth is the most im- 
portant, starting from a_ point 
near the municipal center in the 
Capitol end of the city. 

Unlike the Chestnut-Lawton 
plan for St. Louis, which make 
that route one-way at all times, 
merely reversing the direction of 
flow to handle only westbound 
traffic between 3 and 7 p.m., the 
Washington streets handle ordl- 
nary two-way movement outside 
of the rush periods, This variation 
does not, however, upset the prin- 
ciple involved—an outright, virtu- 
ally instantaneous reversal of 
movement in given lanes at a set 
hour. The one-way movement 
here is southbound between 7 and 
9:30 a.m. and northbound between 
4 and 6:30 p.m., except that 
Twelfth street remains two-way in 
the morning. 

Simplicity of Signs. 

The most surprising feature of 
the Washington arrangement is 
the relative simplicity and incon- 
spicuousness of the signs. Where- 
as it is planned to put automatic 
signals at every intersection on 
the Chestnut-Lawton route in St. 
Louis, there are numerous fairly 
busy crossings here without such 
protection. The automatic signals 
that are in service here are of 
the conventional red-green-stop-go 


| type.- During the one-way periods, 


the signals continue to show yreen 
intermittently in the direction 
against the movement of traffic.

This helps elimin- 
ate congestion, as driving at a 
consistent speed of about 25 miles 
an hour in these periods usually 
enables a driver to go the whole 
distance without a stop.

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, called 
it “the most doubtful-provision” of 
the whole bill and one that ought 
to be taken out. 

Before the Senate met, Taft told 
reporters one of his objections. is} 
that it would make favoritism pos- 
sible. 

“The program calls for 850,000 
prefabricated houses and a guar- 
anteed market for 200,000,” he said. 
“Some manufacturers would get a 
guarantee and some would not.” 

The chief points of controversy 
are the guarantee provision ard 
the amount of money to be al- 
lowed for building material sub- 
sidies. The administration asked 
for $600,000,000 but Senator Cape- 
hart (Rep.¥, Indiana, has proposed 
that this amount be cut in half. 

An appropriation of $253,727,-

day and sent to the White House.

HE present period of transition from victorious war to estab- 
lished peace is one of special trial and difficulty for the armed 


forces of the United States. 


They are beset on every hand by elements of novelty and of 


uncertainty. 


They face tasks which are alto- 
gether new. Never before has the 
United States been compelled to 
assume the tremendous responsi- 
bilities of world leadership, of 
being at one and the same time 
the most powerful military nation 
in the world and the principal 
pillar of a world-wide organiza- 
tion for the maintenance of world 
peace and security. 

Yet at the very moment that 
these responsibilities must be 
shouldered, the armed forces 
must also face the task of re- 
casting their whole organiza- 
tion, their plans and their think- 
ing, to meet the exigencies im- 
posed on them by the new wea- 
pons which the war has brought 
into existence, weapons which 
drastically affect the making of 
war in the future and the main- 
tenance of security against war. 

These responsibilities are heavy. 
They cannot be borne by the 
armed forces alone. They must 
be shared by all of us. There 
are certain fundamental princi- 
ples which every citizen should 
understand, if we are ever to have 
the secure, peaceful world for 
which we fought this war and 
made so many sacrifices. 

First, we should forget the 
word “defense.” There is no 
longer any such thing as na- 
tional defense, The only de- 
fense, as Gen, George Marshall 
has said, is in the power of at- 
tack. For the present, at least, 
the basic contribution which 
military power can make to our 
security and to the security of 
the world is offensive power so 
great that no one will dare to 
challenge it. 

Second, the primary element 
in that offensive power must 
be air power. It can hit first, 
it can reach farther, and it can 
strike heavier blows than any 
other form of power. Time, 
reach and destructive potential 
are of vital importance—not 
only in the winning of a future 
war which we hope will never 
be fought, but in the consider- 
ation of others who may at 
some future time weigh the 
chances of peace or war. 

Third, for the present the 
maintenance of an unchallenge- 
able air power requires (1) the 
command of the sea, in order 
to have access to outlying bases 
and strategic mobility to move 
our air power wherever we may 
need to send it; (2) sufficient 
ground forces to protect the 
bases and communications of 
our air power from any form 
of land attack. 

These principles are generally 
accepted. There are differences 
of view as to the strength, type 
and equipment of the forces 
necessary to implement them, 
but these differences really lie 
within comparatively narrow 
areas, and relate to immediate 
needs rather than to future ob- 
jectives. 

Latitude for Leaders Urged. 

Many of these differences arise 
from the extremely difficult con- 
ditions of the postwar period, in 
which the armed forces are car- 
rying out a tremendous demobili- 


young Americans to their homes, 
but the disposal of billions of dol- 
lars worth of surplus property, 
at the same time that they are 
trying to establish the firm foun- 
dations of the permanent military 
establishments of the future, 

It should be clear that they 
must, for the present, be allowed 
a considerable degree of latitude 
in this respect. In the fighting 
of a war, the objective is clear. 
You know what you are trying to 


do. You can form a reasonable 
estimate of what you need to ac- 
complish your objective. But in 
facing the problems of maintain- 
ing peace in a chaotic, uncertain 
world, with new weapons and 
new political conditions, there 
can be far less certainty. Your 
ultimate objective may be plain 
enough, but the amount and kind 
of means you will need to ac- 
complish it cannot be defined 
with any certainty. Under such 
conditions all that any man, how- 
ever wise and experienced, can 
do is to make sure that he has 
enough to meet any contingency. 
This may well mean that he asks 
for too much, from the viewpoint 
of strict economy. 

Put it this way. If we now 
spend more on our armed forces 
than future events prove that we 
need have spent, we shall] have 
wasted money. If we do not 
spend enough, we may bring 
about the collapse of the world’s 
hopes for peace by not being 


hopes, and we may in the end 
bring about the destruction or 
enslavement of this nation. 


The immediate need is for 
the maintenance of a position 
in readiness: A_ position in 
which we can deal with imme- 
diate problems by established 
and proved means, while carry- 
ing on research and experiment 
both in the military and in the 
political fields to determine the 
size and character of our fu- 
ture needs. 


Our armed forces must con- 
tinue to be the servants of our 
people. * No man in high place 
within them has any other de- 
sire. But military advice and 
military considerations must be 
given a far more prominent and 
assured place in the formulation 
of national policies than ever be- 
fore. 
The penalty for failure or 
carelessness in this respect has 
hitherto been heavy, but we 
have been able to pay because 
we have always had time to 
rectify our errors, This will 
never be the case again. Our 
next mistake in this field may 
well be our last. 

During this period of political, 
military and scientific uncertain- 
ty our first military consideration 
must be to have enough power. 
Later on, as the outlines of the 
future become more sharply de- 
fined, and as the confusions of 
the postwar period subside, we 
can make suitable reductions and 
rearrangements. But unless we 
are to throw away this victory as 
we threw away the last one, we 
dare not mortgage the future 
now—either in the name of a

What is happening to the Re- 
publican party, if anything at all 
is happening to it, can be summed 
up in two words: Harold Stas- 
sen. This solid, serious, youngish 
man is doing one of the strangest 
things ever attempted in the his- 
tory of American politics. 

He is actively running for the 
presidency of the United States 
more than two years before his 
party’s nominating convention. 
That is odd enough. Odder still, 
he frankly admits what he is do- 
ing, which violates all the worm- 
eaten political rules against get- 
ting out on limbs. Oddest of all, 
the least important part of his 
candidacy is his public effort — 
the speeches, the appearances, the 
hand shaken and the right words 
said. The more important part, 
hitherto undisclosed, is the pa- 
tient, effective, nation-wide effort 
of organization on which the Stas- 
sen candidacy is really founded. 

The Organizer. 

Stassen is trying to organize 
himself into the White House. If 
he succeeds, he will reorganize 
the Republican party as a sort of 
incidental by-product of his ambi- 
tion. It will be difficult, but it is 
the only practical approach when 
the Republican Old Guard, who 
must be beaten in the convention, 
are already telling one another 
that any reasonably well laun- 
dered, suitably stuffed shirt can 
beat Truman in a walk in 1948. 

Stassen is not prepared to un- 
veil all that he has accomplished 
to date, but it can: be said that 
his accomplishments as a politica] 
organizer are already respectable. 
Among the more modern-minded 
business men, starting in his 
home state and spreading outward 
to New York, Chicago and other 
centers, he has acquired exceed- 
ingly solid financial backing. He 
has won friends in existing Re- 
publican organizations in states 
ranging from Massachusetts to 
California, as was indicated by 
the widely distributed support for 
his candidate for the party chair- 
manship, John W. Hanes. In other 
states, where the existing organ- 


historic positi6én of political reaction remains to be seen, but it is 
going to throw the province into healthy turmoil for the time being. 


Bavaria is taking the lead in 
applying the new American zone 
de-Nazification law, which pro- 
vides that the Germans themselves 
must finish the job which the 
military government started, 

There are two reasons for this. 
One is Bavarian de-Nazification 
Minister Heinrich Schmitt, a Com- 
munist, and the other is his as- 
sistant, a Social Democrat named 
Arthur Holtermann. 


Millions Facing Trial. 


Schmitt, a pleasant-faced man, 
who likes to wear coral-colored 
shirts and who vibrates with 
energy like a diesel engine, had 
much to do with writing the zonal 
law. Between them, he and Hol- 
terman already have worked out 
a system of 200 courts to handle 
the cases of 1,000,000 Bavarians, 
who, they estimate, will be affect- 
ed by the law. 

“If we need more courts we will 
create more,” Schmitt said in an 
interview. “We want to finish 
the whole job in 18 months, and 
I think we can.” 

The first trial is scheduled to 
start within a fortnight. Schmitt 
is interested in speed not only for 
efficiency’s sake, but so that the 
people involved can know defi- 
nitely where they stand. 


The law provides specific penal- 
ties ranging from loss of certain 


civil rights to a maximum of 10 
years’ imprisonment, depending on | 
how active a Nazi the defendant 
was. The courts are givep pretty 
wide discretion in individual cases, 
however, and on how intelligent 
they are hangs the success or 
failure of the purge. As observers 
have pointed out before, the Ger- 
mans as a whole have shown no 
inclination to be tough on them- 
selves or to assume general re-. 
sponsibility for the blighting era 
of Nazism. 


Three-Party Courts. 


Schmitt and Holtermann are ob- 
vious and encouraging exceptions, 
but there are too few men like 
them in Germany today. In their 
program they are bucking stiff 
odds of political and religious re- 
action. Each court they have 
established consists of representa- 
tives from each of Bavaria’s three 
main* parties, the Christian Social 
Union, the Social Democrat and 
the Communist, but they are get- 
ting little co-operation from the 
first of these, which is Catholic 
and Bavaria’s biggest party. 

Schmitt, incidentally, favors fu- 
sion of the leftist parties, but ‘is 
against Berlin Communist Willy 
Pieck’s policy of inviting nominal 
Nazis into the party without put- 
ting them through a rigorous pro- 
bationary period,

It is 
necessary to be professional, for 
Stassen actually plans to support 
a certain number of like-minded 
men as candidates for the Houge 
and the Senate this summer, and 
to make these House and Sena- 
torial races the real test of his 
candidacy for the presidency. 
That is the kind of man Stassen 
is — at once a patient, careful, 
clear-thinking organizer, and a 
[man who can gamble boldly when 
it is necessary to do so. 

The comparison with Wendell 
Willkie suggests itself, for Willkie 
gambled greatly on the Wiscon- 
sin primary in 1944 — and was 
beaten. But what beat Willkie 
was a bad gamble and a total 
lack of organization, afid that is 
precisely what Stassen is deter- 
mined to avoid, He thinks he 
must take the risk of openly 
backing his own congressional 
candidates, because without some 
such demonstration of strength on 
his part he could never overcome 
the present lead of the Old Guard 
Republicans, Having made this 
bold decision, he is doing his best 
to improve the odds in his favor 
by hard, even plodding work: 

Humpty-Dumpty. 

Stassen counts a little less than 
a third of the party organization 
as for him today, and if his gam- 
ble succeeds, he believes he will 
eventually get a little more than 
a third more, giving him a clear 
majority .by convention time in 
1948. He uses the current cliche, 
calling himself a liberal Republi- 
can. But what will happen to the 
Republican party if he succeeds 
will not, of course, be a conver- 
sion to liberalism. Instead, the 
party will be transformed into a 
truly conservative party, dedi- 
cated to reasonable, gradual 
change, led by men with a liter- 
ate, informed viewpoint on world 
and national affairs. It cannot be 
said to be such a party while a

Bridges Would End 
Committee Study 
of Reich Capacity 
for Future War.

UNDS of the Kilgore commit- 
F tee, which has been investigat- 

ing elimination of German re- 
sources for war, would be dras- 
tically curtailed if the Senate 
adopts the recommendation of its 
Committee on Audits and Ac- 
counts. 

The Military Affairs Committee, 
of which the Kilgore group is a 
subcommittee, asked for $57,000 
for use of the subcommittee dur- 
ing the rest of the year. The 
‘Committee on Audits and Ac- 
counts cut this to $18,000. There 
is some sentiment among Repub- 
licans for abolishing the Kilgore 
Committee without giving it that 
much to wind up its work. 

Headed by Senator Harley M. 
Kilgore (Dem.), West Virginia, the 
subcommittee is properly desig- 
nated as the Subcommittee on 
War Mobilization, 
many Washington observers who 
have followed its activities it has 
been among the most useful of 
the Senate’s investigating bodies. 

A group led by Senator H. Styles 
Bridges (Rep.), New Hampshire, 
is, however, opposing any further 
appropriation to the Kilgore Com- 
mittee. Bridges, a member of the 
Military Affairs Committee, ar- 
gued that its work was “finished,” 
that much of its activities have 
been beyond the scope of the 
mandate which created it, and 
that it has no powers to carry on 
the program laid out for it this 
year. 


Home-State Politics, 
Involved in the controversy is a 
bit of West Virginia politics.

Tells Geneva Meeting That Future of Pales- 
tine Awaits Anglo-American Committee’s 
Report—U. N. Trusteeship Planned for 
3 African Territories.

ISCOUNT CECIL told the League of Nations’ final Assembly to- 


Vas that Britain would continue to retain its 


mandates over 


Palestine and its African territories until “fresh arrangements” 


have been made. 


Speaking “on the part of the 
British Government,” the 83-year- 
old Lord Cecil, ‘one of the League's 
founders, said that two of Brit- 
ain’s original six mandates—lIraq 
and Trans-Jordan—have become 
independent states. 

In addition, he said, Britain has 
agreed to place Tanganyika, To- 
goland and the Cameroons under 
United Nations trusteeship, “sub- 
ject to the negotiation of satis- 
factory terms of trusteeship.” 

“The future of Palestine cannot 
be decided until the Anglo-Amer- 
ican committee of inquiry have 
rendered their report,” he added, 
“but until the three African ter- 
ritories have actually een placed 
under trusteeship and until any 
fresh arrangements have been 
reached in regard to Palestine 
. .’ it is Britain’si ntention “to 
continue to administer those ter- 
ritories in accordance with the 
general principles of the existing 
mandates.” 

Lord Cecil said the United Na- 
tions may succeed where the 
League failed because the San 
Francisco charter provides “over- 
whelming force to crush aggres- 
sion.” 

“The discovery of atomic en- 
ergy and other scientific discov- 
eries will make any future wars 
infinitely more disastrous than 
those we have endured,” he said. 
“Believe me, there is no safety ex- 
cept in peace.” 


Lord Cecil declared that “ag- 


gression, wherever it occurs and

THE GERALD SMITH AFFAIR 


The Veterans’ Case 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

What does it take to make a newspa- 
per wake up and face reality—that while 
we've licked Fascism in the greater part 
of the world, it is still alive and kicking 
s0 long as we allow hate-mongers such 
as Gerald L. K, Smith and Arthur Ter- 
miniello to spread their poison? 

Newspapers make the same mistake 
as those who chose to defend Hitler’s 
free speech and dismissed his ranting as 
babbling that would die from lack of at- 
tention. 

Can it be that the Star-Times and the 
Post-Dispatch have so soon forgotten 
the terrible lessons of the war? I feel 
that this must be true when I read the 
editorial statements: “He (Smith) might 
be less effective if more generally ig- 
nored” (Star-Times), and “The veterans 
were guilty of an intolerable action” 
(Post-Dispatch). 

The veterans who picketed and pro- 
tested the Gerald Smith rally took an- 
other attitude. Through militant but or- 
derly action, they demonstrated that 
they were not going to let a new Hitler 
arise in America unchallenged. 

* * * 

Is it not ironic and alarming that, fol- 
lowing these demonstrations, the two 
papers found themselves in the Smith 
camp aligned against the veterans, echo- 
ing the hate-monger’s charge that his 
constitutional rights of free speech and 
assembly had been violated? 

It is also alarming that the newspa- 
pers, through injudicious use of sensa- 
tidhal headlines and pictures, created 
the false impression that veterans used 
violence to achieve their ends in expos- 
ing Smith and disrupting his meeting. 
As an eyewitness I can say that this was 
far from the truth: The newspaper dis- 
tortions have done more than anything 
else to support Smith’s contention that 
he was right and that the veterans were 
Communist hoodlums and puppets. 

One crying example of this distortion 
was the news coverage of the first meet- 
ing. One headline screamed: “Veterans 
Storm America First Rally—Meeting in 
Uproar and Fists Fly” (Post-Dispatch), 
' while buried in the seventh paragraph of 
another story is a statement that the 
veterans could not have been involved 
in the fracas because “they were all on 
the platform at the time” (Star-Times). 

* * * 


The same sensational treatment was 
accorded stories concerning the picket 
line. Pictures and headlines featured 
arrest and violence while buried in the 
text of the story was the statement: 
“Most of the pickets remained in their 
lines in orderly fashion” (Star-Times). 

The predominantly orderly character 
of the demonstration is all the more sur- 
prising because it might be expected 
that ex-soldiers who had come up against 
Fascist bayonets would want to use 
more violent methods than picketing and 
persuasion, cat-calls and scorn. Certain- 
ly the provocation of a straight-armed 
Nazi salute, given by at least one per- 
son in the audience, would not be treated 
so mildly in many parts of the globe. 

I think the Star-Times and the Post- 
Dispatch owe the veterans apologies 
for their snide editorial remarks and 
distorted news coverage, and owe their 
readers a more constructive antidote 
for Smith’s poison than an attack on 
those who oppose him.

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Our Duty in Asia 


The misery of Asia’s rebellious millions is a 
serious challenge to President Truman’s “uni- 
versal foreign policy” enunciated in Chicago, In 
America there is a promise of peace and free- 
dom, but in Asia there is the fact of war and 
colonial domination. Here, “Give us liberty or 
give us death” is a historical allusion, but 10,- 
000 miles away, it is a living slogan that has 
caused more deaths than liberty. 

Mr. Truman said that our policy is “to remedy 
the conditions that made it possible for Japan 
to turn upon her neighbors.” What were those 
conditions? Primarily, they were restlessness 
and frustrated rebellion, in an Asia weakly held 
by foreign rulers. Yet, as today’s Mirror of 
Public Opinion shows, foreign armies are try- 
ing to restore those same conditions today, and 
we are implicated. 

The United States is implicated because it led 
Asia from Japanese misrule, but dropped the 
responsibility there; because it withdrew its 
army, but still furnished weapons for the as- 
sault upon peoples fighting for freedom; because 
America has been the hope of these peoples, a 
symbol and promiser of freedom by the Atlantic 
Charter and by its record in the Philippines, yet 
now the hope and promise and even our pres- 
tige are waning across the Pacific. 

America’s immediate concern is, or should be, 
the Philippine Islands. Within three months, the 
Filipinos will be free. But that may be an empty 
independence. High Commissioner McNutt states 
that the islands “are the most devastated land 
in the world.” Our responsibility and gratitude 
toward a people that fought for us demand that 
we repair this devastation, and provide the Fili- 
pinos with some sort of prosperity to support 
their freedom. 

What have we done about this? For months 
the House Insular Affairs Committee neglected a 
Senate measure to pay Filipinos for less than 
half the damage they suffered in fighting Japan. 
Four days ago, the committee finally approved 
the bill. A few days earlier, the House itself 
had passed the Bell measure, which would al- 
low eight years of free trade with the islands, 
followed by gradually steeper tariffs. 

Even when these bills are passed, after the 
long delay, our books will not be clear of the 
debt to the Philippines. These measures would 
do little more than restore the status quo of Fili- 
pino economy. That was an insufficient, semi- 
feudal economy, resting largely on free trade 
with America. It did not promise economic sur- 
vival to a people who hope to be free. 

So our duty to the Philippines is not just res- 
toration. It is a matter of establishing economic 
independence for a nation which has been our 
dependency. It is a matter of providing further 
money and credit, and expert economic advice, 
for a thorough job of renovation. For, as Mr. 
McNutt has said, “The act of granting independ- 
ence will be a savage mockery unless we imple- 
ment our political generosity with effective eco- 
nomic assistance.” 

Our conduct toward the Philippines will be 
justification for our foreign policy elsewhere in 
the Far East. It will be the means of reviving 
our crumbling prestige which, as the Mirror 
says, is “a crucial political fact in Asia today.” 
Upon that basis, the United States will have the 
right to raise the colonial question with the 
colonial powers, in UN, and every time those 
powers seek the financial and political support 
from us which they must have. 

Then our universal foreign policy may assume 
something like reality. Otherwise, if we fail in 
the Philippines, and if we accept imperialism 
elsewhere, Mr. Truman’s statement on the Far 
East will remain just six paragraphs on paper 
to millions of Asiatics who cannot read it, and 
would not believe if they could. 
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In Defense of a Sand Trap 

A Massachusetts golf ‘club greenkeeper is 
making war on the traditional sand trap be- 
cause, he says, “Just keeping these things raked 
takes a man half a day.”

Some dubbing 
Dante ought to rise to poesy for his fairway 
purgatory, for if he cannot exactly swear by the 
sand trap, at least he can swear at it. 
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Smith’s Right to Speak 


Two veterans express in the letter column 
today an aversion to Gerald L. K. Smith and 
his followers. They speak for millions who 
have risked death to fight his Fascist prototypes 
in Europe and Asia. For the third time, how- 
ever, and for reasons partly stated in Robert 
Moore’s letter, we assert that their aversion 
has led to an intolerable act. 

To say that the newspapers distorted the story 
of their effort to break up Smith’s meetings 
last week is to ignore the fact that they did 
march in; they did attempt to intimidate; their 
act, no matter how well-disciplined, was dis- 
orderly. It would no doubt have led to a riot 
if members of the audience had resisted it. 

Mr. Northwood is not logical. If Gerald L. K. 
Smith is so grave a menace, breaking up his 
meetings is piking protection. Logic on that 
premise would advocate sterner measures. 

It is also illogical to argue that democracy 
can fight Fascism by Fascist methods and re- 
main democracy. Make no mistake, the veterans’ 
march into Kiel Auditorium is sickeningly rem- 
iniscent of the late German-American Bund. It 
is also a tactic used by the Ku Klux Klan and 
reactionary World War I veteran groups against 
meetings of liberal and progressive organizations. 

Is Mr. Northwood willing to give right-wing 
groups equal liberty to break up his meetings? 
Does he propose a general tradition of intimi- 
dation and potential violence? 

. Little though Gerald Smith deserves the tra- 
ditional American freedoms, we cannot destroy 
his freedom without wounding the institution of 
freedom. The slower, then, but constructive 
attack is to let him sing his hymn of hate and 
then laugh or scorn his following down to the 
hereditary crackpots. 

Most constructive of all, progressive veteran 
organizations should work to create such an 
order of peace and prosperity and social justice 
that Gerald Smith will become a curious sort 
of comedian without an audience. The opposite 
course of intimidation is wasted effort. It is 
tragically wasted, because those who use totali- 
tarian tactics become suspect of totalitarianism. 
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Do the Auditorium marchers know that some 
are already calling them Communists? 

We honor the quality of these veterans’ feel- 
ings, but they have let feelings run away from 
good sense. Until sense returns, Smith will 
chuckle for the free build-up they give him. If 
he cannot make himself important, some of his 
enemies seem bent on doing it, for him. 


War Aims Are at Stake 

Suppose that a year ago today, with the Ninth 
Army just past Hanover on the drive to Berlin, 
with Gen. Clark’s forces still battling through 
to Rome and GIs continuing the rugged struggle 
for Okinawa, Congress had been quibbling over 
renewal of the Draft Act, due to expire in five 
weeks. An uproar from all over the nation 
against shutting off replacements would have 
shaken the Capitol] dome in Washington, and 
laggard lawmakers would have been forced into 
action, regardless of their political fears, 

Now that the shooting war is over, many 
Congressmen may not recognize the parallel 
between such a hypothetical situation and the 
present state of affairs. It would be a serious 
mistake, however, to assume that the war is 
over for good. It will not be actually ended 
until the militarists who made World War II 
are permanently subdued, and the last spark 
of war-mindedness is educated out of their peo- 
ples.” And, as many dispatches from Germany 
and Japan prove, those objectives are still far 
from realization. 

Gen. Eisenhower warned against the delusion 
in his testimony yesterday urging extension of 
the Draft Act. “If we pretend that the war is 
over the second that the shooting stops,” he 
said, “we are likely to lose the aims and pur- 
poses for which we made the sacrifice of war.” 
He went on to reiterate that expiration of the 
draft would leave the Army short of its mini- 
mum needs for control of our defeated enemies. 

If Congress persists in haggling, and the 
Army finds itself short of men, how will the 
“aims and purposes for which we made the 
sacrifice of war” be realized? The answer is, 
They won’t be. Even to consider a policy that 
would mean abandoning those aims and pur- 
poses would have brought a storm of contempt 
and scorn from the whole country a year ago. 
Though there is no shooting on Okinawa or on 
the road to Berlin today, those aims and pur- 
poses are nevertheless in danger, and they can- 
not be realized without extension of the draft. 

Will Congress dare surrender so weakly in 
the struggle to attain the war aims for which 
so many Americans gave their lives?

Two Anti-Housing Attacks 

Senator Capehart, the reactionary Indiana Re- 
publican, wants to cut incentive subsidies under 
the Wyatt housing program from the proposed 
$600,000,000 to $300,000,000. The program, says 
he, could make a start and then come back to 
Congress if it needs more money. 

It must be perfectly obvious to Mr. Capehart 
that he is proposing to limit the program to one 
year instead of two, and that the housing short- 
age cannot come out of the high-acute stage in 
less than two years. What he evidently means, 
therefore, is that he hopes either to weaken the 
program by chiseling it now or to find a reac- 
tionary temper which will kill it after one year. 

To similar effect, Senator Taft wants to deny 
subsidy guarantees to new building materials. 
Wise as Mr. Taft is in co-sponsoring the pro- 
gressive Wagner-Ellender-Taft long-range slum 
clearance bill, he is neither wise nor progres- 
sive here. The housing emergency, like the 
earlier munitions emergency, cannot be sur- 
mounted in time by conventional materials and 
methods. Sincere though his opposition may 
therefore be, he is singing the materials-pro- 
ducer lobby’s song. Certainly that lobby de- 
serves no deference. It has had its day in the 
sun and abused it away. Several of its member 
industries have been convicted repeatedly for 
conspiring to hold prices high and to shut out 
rival new materials. 

Furthermore,. before any Senator comes out 
against new-industry subsidies in general, let 
him first examine his positions on tariffs, the 
disposition of Government aluminum plants, the 
subsidies which farmers are guaranteed for more 
than two years to come, the improvement of 
rivers and harbors in his own district. In com- 
parison with some of those, the degree of Gov- 
ernment help to an industry under the Wyatt 
program is the very height of modesty. 
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Cart Before the Atomic Horse 

The problem of atomic control is getting too 
much emphasis, says Robert Strausz-Hupe, polit- 
ical science professor at the University of Penn- 
sylvania and author of several books on world 
affairs. If there are reasons for war, he goes 
on, then men will find the weapons with which 
to fight. So, if the economic and political causes 
of war are eliminated, atomic energy, in his 
view, will become a “subsidiary issue.” 

While it is vitally important for mankind to 
eliminate the economic and political causes of 
war, Prof. Strausz-Hupe has that cart a long way 
ahead of the atomic horse. Eliminating the 
causes of war is a task of long-run magnitude. 

There simply isn’t time to devote all atten- 
tion to that problem of the ages while atomic 
destruction runs wild and uncontrolled. Work 
can be pushed on the basic issue, as the UN is 
dedicated to do, and all humankind will wish 
the delvers well. But meanwhile, the pressing, 
immediate, crucial, life-and-death problem is that 
of atomic control. If war breaks out before it 
is solved, then universal catastrophe is in pros- 
pect. But if a feasible plan for managing this 
devastating force is evolved, then mankind can 
turn with more assurance and greater hope to 
the age-old problem of curbing, war itself. 

A plan of high practicability and sound com- 
mon sense has just been worked out by the 
State Department Board of Consultants; its full 
text was published in this newspaper last Sun- 
day. The terms for international control of the 
dangerous phases of atomic energy therein pro- 
posed are concrete, specific, demanding serious 
discussion in the world’s forum. 

Representative Voorhis of California, appear- 
ing on the same broadcast at which Prof. Strausz- 
Hupe made his strange criticism, indorsed the 
world authority idea which the consultants of- 
fered. Certainly this is a far more promising 
suggestion than continuance of the prolonged 
quest for world reform, while the atomic bomb 
race continues, as the political scientist suggests.

Across Asia, with anger and bitterness 
and in defiance of great odds, subject peo- 
ples are again struggling for independence. 
And they mean independence. Not trustee- 
ship or self-government or dominion status 
but independence. 


For Indians, Burmese, Annamites, Ko- 
reans, Indonesians, the basic issue is sim- 
ple: to submit no longer to any foreign 
rulers. They are intent upon becoming their 
‘Own masters. Their determination cuts 
across all the arguments and counter-argu- 
ments, all the ifs and buts and howevers. 


“I’m sick of being told that we’re not 
‘ripe’ for self-rule and that we'll only make 
a mess of things,” a young Annamite told 
me in Hanoi. “Are the French, of all peo- 
ple in the world, ‘ripe’ enough to rule even 
themselves? Can we possibly make more of 
a mess of things than all the rulers of the 
world have already made?” 


Everywhere the impulse {s the same. I 
remember a day I spent in the Korean 
countryside talking to farmers and small 
village shopkeepers, There was a tall farm- 
er named Yoon who held his round-faced, 
black-eyed son in his arms against his 
spotless white jacket. “What do you want?” 
I asked. 


Koreans Erupt in Anger 


He smiled. “Better living” was the way 
the interpreter phrased his answer. I asked 
him what that meant. “It means good crops 
and good prices,” he said. “It means get- 
ting our young men back from the Japa- 
nese forced labor gangs. It means getting 
a government of our own.” 


Farmer Yoon knew exactly what he 
wanted. But Korea was partitioned and 
the divided country placed under Soviet 
and American military occupation and 
Military Government. The gloss wore off 
and when the Moscow Conference offered 
nothing more than continued partition and 
a five-year “trusteeship,” Koreans erupted 
in anger. 

Down in Indo-China the Annamites have 
carried the same determination to the bat- 
tlefield. When the Japanese collapsed un- 
der American blows, the French moved to 
regain their power. The British, using In- 
dian and Japanese troops, helped the French 
win a foothold on the Saigon peninsula. 


The Annamites, who had proclaimed their 
independence and set up their own govern- 
ment as the Republic of Viet Nam, resisted 
with a sprinkling of modern weapons, with 
ingeniously devised bows and arrows and 
muzzle-loading rifles and incendiary torch- 
es and homemade grenades, Little reported 
now, this war goes on, 


Familiar Slogans in Java 


Across Batavia’s walls and houses and 
public buildings, the Indonesians had 
scrawled slogans to greet the arriving oc- 
cupation troops. They had expected these 
to be American and they drew their phrases 
from the American lexicon: “Government 
for, by, and of the people...” Or: “Give 
us freédom or give us death!” 


The occupying forces turned out to be 
British but the effect was not wasted. 
“Your damned American revolution is still 
giving us trouble,” one weary British offi- 
cer said to me. 

In Batavia sat the British, harried and 
defensively righteous; the Dutch, sullen and 


uncertain and bolstered only by their vio- 
lent and savage Eurasian and Amboinese 
mercenaries. 


In the hinterland, while evacuating in- 
ternees, British forces were clashing con- 
stantly with the hated and feared “ex- 
tremists.” Repeatedly Japanese troops, op- 
erating under British command, were 
thrown into the local battles. The Dutch 
seriously argued that the docile Javanese 
had suddenly gone mad. Queen Wilhelmi- 
na was offering confederation. But the 
Indonesians did not want to confederate. 
“Merdeka” was the word now, independ- 
ence! 


America’s Part in Imperialism 


The United States is fully party to the 
Allied policy of restoring the imperial 
status quo ante in the colonies as a pre- 
requisite to any “reforms.” Until January, 
the United States was formally associated 
with all operations conducted by Lord Louis 
Mountbatten, and in these actions the Unit- 
ed States was represented by great stores 
of lend-lease weapons freely used against 
colonial insurgents. 


Nor is Russia any less engaged in the 
responsibility for the guiding top Allied 
policy in which it shared. Not until it suit- 
ed its maneuvers at London late in January 
did Russia abruptly raise the issue of In- 
donesia while remaining notably silent on 
the subject of Indo-China, because it is 
more interested in detaching France from 
British influence than it is in the fate of 
the Annamites. 

By commission or by omission, al] the 
powers are joined in the effort to dam 
up somehow the nationalist flood in Asia 
rising in the wake of this war just as it 
rose in the wake of the last. 


Sympathy But Not Support 


The nationalists in these countries had 
hoped for a different outcome. There was 
a certain amount of naive belief in the At- 
lantic Charter and the pledges of g#elf-de- 
termination so freely bandied about during 
the war. But this belief was by no means 
based wholly on illusions. 

Since the old dispensation had led the 
powers so close to the edge of total dis- 
aster, many nationalists believed that out 
of sheer self-interest the victors would 
agree to a drastic change. 

They looked to the United States for 
moral and political and practical support 
of this position. They have not received 
any such support. American official state- 
ments have offered verbal sympathy with 
the ultimate goals of the nationalists but 
American action has consisted of practical 
support for the immediate aims of the im- 
perialists. 

The result is a growing defection from 
the great hope in America. A crucial politi- 
cal fact in Asia today is the crumbling of 
American prestige in the eyes of subject 
peoples. For with this faith may be pass-~- 
ing the last hope of a less painful transition 
toward a new and more hopeful order of 
things.

In Fiction, Fact and Art

New Orleans has a perpetual appeal for 
the tourist, and this season it has cast its 
spell over writers as well. The titles here 
listed are only part of the Crescent City’s 
current literary crop, but they are repre- 
sentative of what seems to be a trend. 

The first, a historica] novel, depicts New 
Orleans during the Civil War (or rather, as 
Southern usage insists, the War Between 
the States). The book's chief virtue is in 
its excellently drawn local background and 
its historical references. The hero, a gal- 
lant young Creole, lives on Royal street, in 
the French Quarter, and becomes a Con- 
federate officer; the lovely heroine, of Vir- 
ginia descent, serves the South as a spy. 
Their experiences and those of their fam- 
ilies in the war constitute an intrinsically 
interesting and moving story, but the ac- 
tion is often forced, and the dialogue is of 
the stilted Victorian variety. 

a * * 

Another novel of the region, “The River 
Road,” has reached best-seller status. The 
setting is an ante-bellum plantation house 
on the highway between New Orleans and 
Baton Rouge; the time is 1918-44; the plot 
is concerned with an involved family his- 
tory and the problems of sugar ture. 
The novel is long, detailed and slow-mov- 
ing, with much evidence of careful research. 

More readable than many novels ig the 
study of voodoo by Robert Tallant, co- 
author of “Gumbo Ya-Ya,” another recent 
New Orleans book. Mr. Tallant traces voo- 
doo to its beginnings in African tribal re- 
ligion, describes its practice in New Or- 
leans by “Queen” Marie Laveau and her fol- 
lowers and tells of its present exploitation 
through sale of charms and love powders 
to the gullible. The author attributes the 
hold of voodoo to mass psychology and 
fear, for some of its practitioners have used 
poisons to implement their incantations. 
Many grim episodes connected with this 
formidable superstition have been collected 
by the writer in study covering many years, 

. * . 

In “City of the Mardi Gras,” Harry L. 
DeVore Jr. presents 50 admirable pen-and- 
ink drawings of New Orleans scenes. The 
brief texts that accompany the pictures 
are fine examples of compact and expres- 
sive writing. Visitors and residents alike 
will find the book has successfully captured 
the spirit of a charming city. Unfortunate- 
ly, the publishers have used paper so thin 
that the printed lines of text show through 
it and mar the picture on the reverse side 
of the page. 

The last two titles listed are essentially 
guidebooks, though with no concern what- 
ever for the conventions of Baedeker. Both 
are brightly written, personal on occasion 
and gay in their introductions to the eating 
places and night life of a city celebrated 
for both.

AST Friday, in Tokyo, the Allied Council for Japan met for the 
first time, and Gen, MacArthur made the most drastic peace 
proposal of history. Coming from one of this war's greatest 


generals, it advocated what was proposed by this column, that all 
the members of the United Nations follow the example set by Japan 


im the 


new constitution, renounce the sovereign right to make war, 


and, logically, do away with armies, navies and air forces. 


Every human being is con- 
cerned with ending war. There is 
the atomic bomb and all that. 
War, we see, has at last yielded to 
the law of diminishing returns. 
The defeated lose everything, and 
the victors. gain nothing. The 
war had to be fought to prove 
just this: That the lesson we are 
trying to drive home to Germans, 
at Nuernberg, is for everybody. 


Aggression Defined. 


Everybody is disillusioned with 
the “peace.” That can be the 
greatest thing that ever hap- 
pened to mankind. The passion 
for new ways bé@gins with disil- 
lusionment. 

To stop war, we need the most 
comprehensive understanding of 
aggression. On July 3, ‘1933, the 
Soviet Union embodied a defini- 
tion of aggression in treaties 
signed with Afghanistan, Estho- 
nia, Latvia, Poland, Rumania, Iran 
and Turkey. The U.S.S.R. and these 
countries agreed to accept the 
definition of aggressor outlined in 
the report of the security council 
of May 24, 1933, proffered to the 
disarmament conference, by the 
Soviet delegation. 


Under that definition, the “high 
eontracting parties” defined as 
aggressor any state that commits 
the following acts: 

1. Declaration of 
another state. 


2. Invasion with armed forces 
of the territory of another state 
even without declaration of war. 

3. Attack by land, naval or air 
forces, even without declaration of 
war, upon the territory, naval ves- 
gels or aircraft of another state. 

4. Naval blockade of the coasts 
er ports of another state. 

5. Aid to armed bands formed 
on the territory of another state 
and invading the territory of an- 
other state, or refusal, despite de- 
mand on the part of the state sub- 
jected to such attacks, to take all 
possible measures on its own terri- 
tory to deprive said bands of any 
aid and protection. 


No Ideological War. 


These articles were followed by 
an appendix which said: 

“No considerations whatsoever 
of a political, strategical or eco- 
nomic nature, including the desire 
to exploit natural resources, or 
obtain any sort of advantages and 
privileges on the territory of an- 
other state, no references to con- 
siderable capital investments or 
other special interests in a given 


war against 


zation in a given country, shall be 
accepted as justification of ag- 
gression, 
situations allow any nation to be- 
come an aggressor: the internal 


situation in a given state, such as/| 


political, economic or cultural 
backwardness, alleged mal-admin- 
istration, revolutionary or coun- 
ter-revolutionary movements, civil 
war or disorders or strikes, or the 
establishment in any state of any 
particular political, economic or 
social order.” 

On these terms you can’t make 
war on a state because it’s Fascist, 
capitalist, Communist, liberal, rad- 
ical, backward, conservative or 
anything else.. You can't support 
armed independency or counter- 
independence movements, or back 
up secessionism or anti-secession- 
ism, by force. 


A Good Soviet Idea. 


I kfiow the Soviets broke these 
treaties themselves, in 1939 and 
thereafter. But Mr. Litvinoff had 
a good idea. Just get universal 
ratification of this definition, and 
armies, navies or air forces 
have no conceivable use. Every 
nation, having agreed to these 
principles of non - aggression, 
would become an aggressor the 
moment it built one tank or one 
bomber. And include in this defi- 
nition of aggression, a prohibition 
against any state, or any instru- 
ment supported by any state, di- 
recting influence or subsidizing 
movements or parties within an- 
other state. 

This wouldn’t mean “one world.” 
It would only mean “no war.” A 
state could be liberal or conserva- 
tive, backward or radical, and it 
would be no other state’s business 
unless it started building tanks 
or bombing planes, and manufac- 
turing bombs, atomic or plain. 

But if no government could 
keep its people in chains by paint- 
ing the bogy of a ring of enemies 
we might move rapidly toward 
wider freedom. 

Well, it was a Soviet idea, and 
a good one. If the Soviets have 
moved toward reaction while the 
Western world is catching up with 
Mr. Litvinoff, no nation can move 
faster backward or forward than 
the Soviets, so why not forward 
again—and we with them? 

It’s amazing how friendly and 
tolerant everyone can be with ev- 
eryone else, if none are too inti- 
mate, nor afraid of being socked 
on the nose. It doesn’t even hurt 
to talk tough—if the old child’s 
taunt holds: “Scoldings don’t hurt, 


state, or the alleged absence of 
certain attributes of state organi- 


lickings don’t last and kill me you 
dassn’t.”

Even if the setting were a per- 
fect one, UN would still be faced 
with the problem of a temporary 
home. The lease on Hunter Col- 
lege expires May 15 and New York 
City’s Board of Higher Education 
wants to reclaim the college. 


Startling Contrast. 


A nervous and uncertain ref- 
ugee, the new world organization 
is looking anxiously for another 
location. You have the feeling 
that it is hanging on precariously 
to the right to live in this great 
city that is crowded as never be- 
fore in the midst of a mounting 
boom. 


The contrast is sometimes 
startling between the roar and 
the rush of the city, with its 
babylonian glitter, and the frail 
new organization seeking a place 
to rest. It is sometimes accent- 
uated by small incidents. 


One of the delegations occupies 
@ number of hotel rooms in a 
lesser known hotel. One of the 
rooms was unoccupied, ‘waiting 
the arrival of a diplomat from 
Europe. The hotel management 
gent up word that the room would 
have to be paid for in advance to 
make sure it would not be as- 
signed to someone on the long 
waiting list for rooms. 


The new site for UN that seems 
fairly certain of approval is the 
abandoned plant of the Sperry 
Gyroscope Co. at Lake Success on 
Long Island. There is more than 
enough office space at the Sperry 
plant. One of the warehouses 
could be converted without too 
much difficulty into a meeting 
place for the Council and the As- 
sembly. 


Geneva’s Peace and Quiet. 


The Long Island site has at 
least one of the disadvantages of 
Hunter College. It is 18 miles 
from the center of Manhattan, 
which would mean an even longer 
trip for the delegates from their 
living quarters. That is one thing 
they have disliked about Hunter 
—making the trip to the Bronx 
and then throughout the day being 
separated from their headquarters. 


Members of some of the dele- 
gations think wistfully of the 
quiet and peace of Geneva in the 
old days of the League of Nations. 
Certainly, no contrast could be 
greater. The little city on the 
beautiful lake in Switzerland was 
sedate, unhurried. The great and 
the near-great who went there for 
the league sessions were grateful 
for the calm environment. There 
were those who believed it was too 
isolated in the almost pastoral set- 
ting of Geneva. 

That could never be said of the 
temporary home that the new 
league has found pending the time 
when it will build its own home. 
What Wordsworth said about get- 
ting and spending and the world 
being too much with us never had 
such force as it does here today 
in the vast human beehive. 


Bit of Housekeeping. 


Mayor O’Dwyer recently sub- 
mitted an executive budget calling 
for the expenditure in the fiscal 
year 1946-47 of $857,131,489. In 
1910, the entire Federal Govern- 
ment spent only $651,000,000. That 
is a measure of how far centrali- 


zation has gone and how exten- | 


sive is the apparatus of govern- 
ment necessary to manage the 
largest city in the world. 

One could wish that the wel- 
come to UN had been a little more 
real. In New York are great the- 
aters, great auditoriums, many- 
storied office buildings. Yet there 
is no ‘space for UN except on the 
fringes. It sometimes seems that 
the city—sign and symbol of our 
highly centralized civilization—is 
indifferent to everything but its 
own stupendous roar. 

The new organization should not 
be plagued with the question of 
a site. That is an elementary bit 
of housekeeping which should be 
settled at once. Far More press- 
ing problems that may determine 
the success or failure of UN will 
soon be up for solution. 


Spain, Greece, Indonesia, Egypt, | 


these are only the beginning. The 
least the UN must have is a set- 
tled place for debate and discus- 
sion.

TOKYO, April 9 (UP)—Tamaki 
Miuri sang the arias from ‘“Ma- 
dame Butterfly” for the last time 
today.

The catcher said he had consid- 
ered the Mexican league offer for 
“strictly personal reasons,” includ- 
ing a salary increase. 

At Nashville, Tenn., Harold Par- 
rott, traveling secretary for the 
Dodgers, announced last night 
that Rickey hasn’t changed his 
mind about Owen and still plans 
to sell or trade him. 

The day after the catcher said 
he was going with the Mexican 
league Rickey said: “Owen will 
never play with the Brooklyn club 
again. If he doesn’t decide to go 
to Mexico he will either be sold 
or traded. He will not be signed 
for a nickel more than his con- 
tract called for when he entered 


service.” 

Owen is reported to have re- 
ceived $12,500 a year from the 
Dodgers.

some hitters have belted, In that 
way I find my notes more accu- 
rate than my memory and more 
complete than weekly published 
averages.” 

In that little black book, which 

Dyer has used ever since he be- 
gan managing a Class D ball club 
back in 1928, the pilot also keeps 
track, for example, of enemy 
catchers’ vulnerablity to the stol- 
en base and, too, he charts the ef- 
fectiveness of certain plays.

PAY INCREASE ENDS AKRON’S 
8-DAY BUS-STREETCAR STRIKE 


AKRON, O., April 9 (AP)—This 
rubber city’s bus and streetcar 
system was back in operation to- 
day after an eight-day strike in- 
volving about 500. CIO transport 
workers and 130 AFL machinists. 

The operators walked out at 
midnight March 31, demanding a 
wage increase of 32 cents an hour 
and other concessions in a new 
contract with the Akron Trans- 
portation Co. The machinists, who 
maintain the vehicles, honored 
CIO picket lines and threatened 
a strike of their own for 32% 
cents an hour. 

Late yesterday the transport 
workers voted to accept a com- 
promise wage increase of 12 cents 
an hour. The machinists voted, 
47 to 32, to accept an agreement 
incorporating the 12-cent hourly 
rise in their. contract.

Value of Study on Reich, 


Possibly of greater importance 
on the unfinished business. sched- 
ule of the committee is the com- 
pletion of its studies on elimina- 
tion of Germany’s war resources. 
Early in its studies of war mobi- 
lization, the Kilgore Committee 
found that Axis-dominated cartels 
had seriously hampered produc- 
tion of synthetic rubber and other 
critical war materials. It de- 
scribed, in one of its reports, a 
long-term German plan for eco- 
nomic warfare based on cartel 
agreements. At the same time 
evidence was found of German 
economic penetration into neutral 
countries and of industrial espio- 
nage which aided the German war 
effort. 

With the end of the war, a vast 
amount of German documents 
were seized by Allied armies. 
These are now being turned over 
to the committee by the Army for 
study and collation with other evi- 
dence. 

When this analysis has been 
completed, Kilgore has assured the 
Senate, we will have the complete 
picture of German techniques for 
economic warfare and the extent 
to which Germans have hidden 
resources in anticipation of an- 
other aggressive war. 

Hardly any of it can be done 
with the $18,000 the Senate Audit 
and Control Committee proposes 
to allot to the Kilgore Committee 
for the remainder of this year.

TRUMAN WINS SUIT 
OVER HIS ACTION 
AS COUNTY JUDGE

JEFFERSON CITY, April 9— 
President Herry S. Truman won 
a lawsuit in the Missouri Supreme 
Court yesterday. 

The court affirmed a judgment 
of Jackson County Circuit Court 
dismissing a suit for $25,000 dam- 
ages filed against Truman and 
Thomas R, Bash, as former mem- 
bers of the Jackson County Court, 
by a former inmate of State Hos- 
pital No. 2 for insane patients at 
St. Joseph. 

The plaintiff alleged Truman 
and Bash acted without jurisdic- 
tion, adjudging him of unsound 
mind in 1931 and ordering him 
confined to the State Hospital. 
The suit, filed in November 1944, 
alleged the County Court had no 
legal jurisdiction over such pro- 
The lower court dis- 
missed the case on the ground 
that the petition failed to state a 
claim on which relief could be 
granted and that the action was 
barred by the statute of limita- 
tions. The Supreme Court held 
the motion to dismiss was prop- 
erly sustained. 


10 MILLION ADDED SUBSIDY 
ALLOWED TO MEAT PACKERS 


WASHINGTON, April 9 (AP)— 
The Government today authorized 
payment of 
additional subsidies to meat pack- 


ers. 

Stabilization Director Chester 
Bowles announced he was approv- 
ing the payments in order to 
“bridge a six-week gap during 
which wage increases could not 
be covered by subsequent price in- 
creases.” 

A packing industry wage in- 
crease of 16 cents hourly, retro- 
active to Jan. 26, was approved 
by the Wage Stabilization Board 
on Feb. 26, but offsetting price 
increases did not become effec- 
tive until six weeks later. 

The additional subsidies, Bowles 
said, “will help slaughterers ab- 
sorb the additiona) costs of the 
Jan. 26-March 11 period when 
ke remained at previous lev- 
els.’ 


RUSSIA ‘SUGGESTS’ U.S. DROP 
SPY CASE AGAINST OFFICER 


WASHINGTON, April 9 (AP)— 
Government officials reported to- 
day that Russia has “suggested” 
the United States drop its spy 
charges against Soviet Lt. Nicolai 
G. Redin unless it can produce 
more evidence, Redin, a 29-year- 
old naval officer, was seized by 
the FBI at Portland, Ore., March 
26 on espionage charges. 

Washington officials told report- 
ers the Soviet Union had sent its 
suggestion through ordinary dip- 
lomatic channels. It was not a 
flat request that the case be 
dropped, they said. Instead, it 
expressed the opinion that on the 
basis of current evidence the 
charge was not justified and 
asked whether this Government 
expected to proceed with the case. 

Attorney General Tom Clark 
said the Government would pro- 
ceed with its case, “The evidence 
is sufficiently strong for the case 
to be prosecuted,” he declared.

NEARLY BALANCED BUDGET 
IS DRAWN UP FOR BRITAIN 


LONDON, April 9 (AP)—Hugh 
Dalton, chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, presented to the House 
of Commons today a post-war 
budget that was nearly balanced. 

His total budget called for ex-

000 pounds ($12,772,000,000), leav- 
ing a deficit of 694,000,000 pounds 
($2, 776,000,000). 

“T suggest that is a pretty quick 
recoil towards a balanced budget,” 
he said, adding that it could have 
been completely balanced except 
that the government “deliberately 
embarked on a great and costly 
program of social betterment.” 

He told the House, however, 
that if the United States does not 
approve the pending loan of 
$3,750,000,000 to Britain, “we shall 
at once have to take restrictive 
measures to reduce imports, espe- 
cially those affecting American 
dollars.”

HE best way still for us to 
T obtain a good boiled salad 

dressing is to make it our- 
selves. The ideal time to make 
it is when we have a collec- 
tion of a half cup or more of egg 
yolks. Often they are the precious 
left-overs remaining after our in- 
dulgence in an angel pie or cake, 
meringues or some similar deli- 
cate dessert concoction. It has 
always been a crime to let yolks 
stand around until they are off 
in flavor and we know we won't 
be satisfied with anything we 
might try to make out of them. 
But NOW if we waste even a 
spoonful of food when there are 
millions ,that would snatch the 
very crumbs from our tables if 
they could, we need to be haunted 
with the thought of criminal self- 
ishness until we resolve to form 
better habits. Every time we 
waste an egg yolk it means we are 
withholding this valuable food 
from someone whose health and 
vigor is fast waning and must be 
fortified very soon if his life is to 
be spared, So let us all become 
keenly conscious of our need to 
avoid all waste, 

When boiled salad dressing is 
stored in a sterile jar with a tight 
fitting lid, it will keep in the re- 
frigerator for several days. This 
dressing as is will be good on 
fruit salad. With some whipped 
cream folded into it or with some 
fruit juice added, it will be even 
still better for fruit salads. When 
fruit juice is added, there is an ad- 
vantage in using juice from one 
of the fruits used in the salad. If 
peaches are used, some of the 
peach juice in the dressing will tie 
the ingredients in the salad into 
a more harmonius whole. This 
dressing may also be blended with 
an equal amount of mayonnaise to 
be used on vegetables such as to- 
mato, or for the making of chick- 
en or fish salads. For head let- 
tuce, a combination of this dress- 
ing and mayonnaise may be used 
as a base to make Thousand 
Island or Russian dressing. 

Boiled Salad Dressing. 

One-third cup sugar, one table- 
spoon flour, one teaspoon salt, one 
teaspoon dry mustard, one-half 
cup egg yolks, two-thirds cup milk, 
one-half cup cider vinegar. 

Combine sugar, flour, salt, and 
mustard in top of double boiler. 
Add beaten egg yolks and mix 
well, Pour in milk and lower pan 
with ingredients into boiling 
water. Stir constantly, using egg 
beater if mixture becomes lumpy. 
When smooth and _ thickened, 
gradually pour in vinegar, stirring 
constantly while doing so. Stir 
mixture about one minute after all 
vinegar has been added. Remove 
from boiling water and allow to 
cool. Store in refrigerator. Very 
good mixed with cream or whipped 
cream for use on fruit salads and 
cabbage salad,

HYDE PARK, Monday.

Dealing with the 
State legislature would, of course, 
be fairly simple in comparison 
with dealing with the other mem- 
bers of the United States Senate, 
but it is a big decision to make 
and one that I can well imagine 
would require a great deal of con- 
sideration.

The older ones can rupervise the younger ones 
in the activities of the toilet, the manners of the occasion, and 
the like. They can do this with better results if they are kindly 
about it than older people can. Children learn best from each 
other. 

The older children gain as much from this relationship as 
they give. Every time they help a younger child to put on 
his shoes, brush his hair, eat his meals properly, catch a ball 
or throw it accurately, they acquire skill and strength in nerve 
and muscle and along with that they acquire spiritual under- 
standing. Such relationships enrich family life and build 
associations and set memories that in years to come are 
priceless.

Sold on Insurance for His Employes 


Head of Big Pharmaceutical House Backs "Peace of Mind” Program

CHICAGO, April 8 


HEN President Truman pre- 
W sented his five-point national 

health program to Congress 
last November, 8S. DeWitt Clough, 
head of Abbott Laboratories here 
in Chicago, chuckled to himself. 
Far-seeing, paternal, year-old 
Clough, guiding light of one of 
the largest and most respected 
pharmaceutical houses in the 
world, already had his 4000-odd 
employes blanketed under a 
health plan that made the Tru- 
man proposals look like a piker's 
proposition. 

As far back as 1933 Clough be- 
gan what he calls his “happiness 
and peace of mind program.” He’s 
been enlarging it ever since and 
today an employe of the Abbott 
Laboratories can, for the amaz- 
ingly small sum of $60 a year, get 
himself insured against practi- 
cally everything except being di- 
vorced by his wife and drafted in 
case of a third world war. Clough 
contrasts the $60 cost of his plan 
with the $144 a year maximum 
levy “for lesser coverage” under 
the Truman plan. 


“There isn’t anything that pays 
off like an investment in health,” 
Clough says. “In 1933 when I be- 
came president of Abbott, sales 
totaled $4,000,000. Last year they 
were $38,000,000. Loyalty and hap- 
piness of our employes played a 
big part in that increase. 


Many of the features of the 
Clough plan were so broad and un- 
usual that insurance companies 
had no experience tables to go by, 
but Clough, who needs only a little 
opposition to whet his determina- 
tion, prevailed upon the Equitable 
Life Assurance Society to take on 
trial programs. 


Clough began his long-range 
plan back in 1938 with a weekly 
accident and sickness benefit for 
employes, which pays from $15 to 
$40 a week at a cost to employes 
of 52 cents to $2 a month. ‘In 
April 1936, accidental death and 
dismemberment was added, pay- 
able whether the accident oc- 
curred at work or away from 
work. Abbott Laboratories carries 
the entire cost of this without 
contribution from the employe and 
benefits range from $500 to $2500. 

Again in December of 1938, 
Clough presented Abbott employes 
with another insurance gift. He 
added, without cost to the em- 
ploye, daily hospital expense bene- 
fit of $6 a day, which may con- 
tinue for a maximum of 70 days 
for any one case of hospitalization, 
with maximum .surgical benefits 
of $150 for each trip to the hos- 
pital. 

“The results of this last plan 
were so gratifying that there was 
a demand for the same coverage 
for eligible dependents of em- 
ployes,” Clough says in tracing the 
broadening of his plan. “On June 
1, 1939, identical benefits for de- 
pendents were provided at a cost 
of only $1.50 a month to the em- 
ploye. Eligible dependents include 
the employe’s wife and unmarried 
children over three months and 
under 18 years of age.” 

Another first for Clough was 
the medical expense plan which 
provides payment for charges by

legally qualified physicians and 
surgeons for treatment of non-oc- 
cupational diseases or injuries not 
covered under the syrgical bene- 
fits plan. These payments are lim- 
ited to $2 for each visit at the 
physician’s office or hospital, $3 
for each visit by the physician to 
the employe’s home, and payment 
limited to one visit a day and a 
maximum of 50 visits in any one 
calendar year. The plan also pro- 
vides payment for X-ray and lab- 
oratory examinations incident to 
diagnosis of non-occupational dis- 
eases or injuries, subject to a 
maximum of $25 in any calendar 
year. 

“And ‘last December,” Clough 
says, ‘the medical expense insur- 
ance program was extended to 
include employes’s eligible depend- 
ents for the identical broad bene- 
fits at a cost to the employes of 
only $1.50 a month.” 

* * * 


Since Clough started his “hap- 
piness and peace of mind pro- 
gram” for his employes, $486,000 
has been paid to employes in bene- 
fits. An employe taking all the 
health plans, covering both him- 
self and his dependents, pays from 
$3.52 to $5 a month, which is less 
than one half of the total cost to 
Abbott Laboratories for group pro- 
tection. 

In addition to the foregoing, a 
group life insurance policy cov- 
ering all employes up to $10,000 
has been in effect at Abbott since 
March 1931. To date $252,500 has 
been paid out. 

Occasionally, even the men who 


have been with Clough through 
the years—in which he worked 
his way from a $5 a week clerk 
to the presidency of the com- 
pany—wonder just how far he’s 
going to go in trying to make 
Abbott employes happy. Five years 
ago he inaugurated the “blessed 
event” plan. Under this plan every 
father who reports an addition to 
his family gets a $50 check, In 
five years Abbott fathers have col- 
lected $30,000, 

Clough also remembers his em- 
ployes’ birthdays. Every year, just 
before an employe’s birthday, a 
special birthday card is sent out. 
This card entitles the employe to 
a free meal in the Abbott cafe- 
teria and the employe is told 
“select all you want to eat, then 
instead of paying the cashier, 
give her your birthday card. It’s 
on the house.” The Abbott Cafe- 
teria is another of Clough’s health 
ideas. It is operated on a non- 
profit basis and employes get bal- 
anced, whopping big meals for an 
average of 25 to 30 cents. 

“You couldn’t duplicate them 
any place in Chicago for twice 
my amount,” Clough says proud- 


y. 

Abbott employes get free vita- 
mings daily; service emblems de- 
noting years of service ranging 
up to 25 years when the company 
presents quarter-century employes 
with a diamond studded emblem 
with five chevrons; and vacations 
with pay, depending on length of 
service. Abbott also has an em- 
ploye savings plan, under which 
the employe may authorize the 
payroll office to set up an account

5 per cent interest on all savings 
up to $1000. 

“We encourage employes to ac- 
cumulate their savings until they 
have enough to buy one or more 
shares of Abbott stock. We think 
it’s an excellent idea for em- 
ployes to become part owners in 
the company,” he says. 

Abbott has arranged for em- 
ployes to purchase automobile in- 
surance on a co-operative basis; 
allows employes use of the com- 
pany lawyers in certain cases; fre- 
cently instituted a plan for free 
eye examinations for all em- 
ployes and is now working on a 
company program to - provide 
dental service for all employes. 


“We hope to be able to give 
employes the privilege of having 
their teeth cleaned once a year 
along with a complete checkup,” 
Clough says.

Recently Clough thought up 
what he calls the Abbott Study 
Club. If some employe of the 
company wants to take a course 
in something that’s going to help 
t° work or further his progress 
at Abbott, the company comes 
through with half the tuition for 
the course. Courses in every- 
thing from accounting to psy- 
chology are available to em- 
ployes who want to improve their 
minds and Clough is now working 
on a plan to have classes in some 
subjects held in the plant. 

“It’s onw thing for a commer- 
cial organization to say, ‘here you 
have an opportunity for advance- 
ment’,” says Clough. “It’s entire- 
ly something else, and much bet- 
ter, to find an organized and 
carefully conducted plan of help- 
ing you to prepare for opportun- 
ity’s call.” 

Clough, who began life selling 


newspapers on Chicago's streets,. 


is a great believer in his “learn 
today—lead tomorrow § slogan.” 
He himself wants to take a course 
in journalism and psychology, to 
sort of round out the liberal edu- 
cation he has given himself. 

As an addition to his happiness 
and peace of mind program, 
Clough announced the first of this 
year that he was instituting a 
plan for retirement income for all 
Abbott employes at the expense 
of the company. The new retire- 
ment plan will pay a monthly pen- 
sion for life from the normal re- 
tirement age of 65 and provides 
death benefits to protect employes’ 
beneficiaries. 

“The Abbott Retirement Plan 
and social security will give each 
employe the assurance of a regu- 
lar monthly income after his work- 
ing days are over and enable him 
to face the future with a feeling 
of personal security and confi- 
dence,” Clough explains. 

Occasionally somebody questions 
Clough about the enormous cost 
to his company of all these health 
and insurance and pension plans 
he thinks up. He dismisses the 
matter by quoting a few figures: 

“Thirteen years ago when I be- 
came president of this company 
we had 589 employes and did $4,- 
000,000 worth of business a year. 


Now we have more than 4000 em- (-& 


ployes and do a yearly business 
of $38,000,000. I don’t know what 
we spent on insurance last year, 
but I do know that we showed a 
profit of more than $3,000,000, so 
that insurance investment must 
have been sound.”

West opened the club ten, evi- 
dently trying to protect his dia- 
mond holding from ruffs in dum- 
my. It was a futile gesture! 
East’s king and jack were neatly 
extracted; then South cashed the 
heart queen and the diamond ace, 
ruffec a low diamond in dummy, 
and discarded both spades on the 
ace and king of hearts. He ruffed 
a spade and led the diamond 
queen through West, ruffing away 
the king and thus establishing 13 
cold tricks. 


Obviously enough, North-South 
could not well have bid a slam, 
lacking as they did the top spades, 
to say nothing of the king-jack of 
clubs, but they made a pretty 
good score with the material at 
hand. Neither North nor South 
could even have redoubled the 
five-club contract with any degree 
of assurance, 


Superficially, it would appear 
that it was West’s penalty double 
of five clubs which was so badly 
calculated, but in reality, the 
trouble stemmed back to the one- 
heart overcall. With or without 
a previous pass, West had nothing 
like the values for that bid. Quite 
aside from the fact that his hand 
lacked the necessary winners, even 
not vulnerable, there was no point 
in the heart bid. What wag to be 
gained? Surely, West could not 
hope to compete, even for a part- 
score contract; he scarcely would 
want a heart led by his partner 
against any North-South contract; 
and “saving” in hearts, with such 
a suit, was unthinkable. Thus, if 
West had restrained himself on 
the second round, he could not 
have prodded East into a doubtful 
raise, or himself into an equally 
doubtful double.
